The anti-Tammany conference sub-com- 
mittee of eighteen after a three-hour ses- 
Sion at the headquarters of the Citizens’ 
Union yesterday reduced the tentative list 
of Mayoralty candidates to_five. 

Given in alphabetical order as they were 
called off by Chairman Willis L. Ogden, 
the five candidates are: Jacob A. 
F. Norton Goddard, Seth Low, 
Ridder, and Charles A. Schieren. 

Mr. Wheeler, it is said, made an attack 
on E. M. Knox, in which some personal 
matters are alleged to have been referred 
to. He was supported by John C. Sheehan, 
Benno Loewy, and Henry Weismann. Ex- 
Sheriff O’Brien defended Mr. Knox, but the 
latter's name was stricken from the list. 

At no time during the session was there 
any mention of the name 
Toler. 

After the meeting one of the Republican 
conferrees informed a New YorK TIMES 
reporter that while the lst had been re- 
duced to five names there was a possibility 
of the early elimination of the of 
Messrs. Low, Schieren, and Ridder. He 
also admitted that it was quite possible 
that some one whose name had not yet 
been mentioned might be selected. 

When Col. Ogden was asked. whether he 
believed that the Citizens’ Union could be 
stampeded in the interest of Mr. Coler he 
replied: 

“TI don't believe it can be done, and I 
make the statement on the authority of R. 
Fulton Cutting.”’ 

Lieut. Gov. Woodruff remarked: ‘“‘ After 
a thoroughly honest and fearless discussion 
of the situation the number of candidates 
on the tentative list has been reduced to 
five. I still adhere to the belief that Seth 
Low is the strongest candidate for election 
day purposes. He is a great man, and I be- 
Meve that at this moment he is in the lead.”’ 

There was a lack of harmony from the 
outset, One member of the committee ad- 
mitted, and party lines were drawn more 
closely than at any other session. The Ger- 
*“mawti*representatives manifested strong op- 
position to Mr. Low when his nomination 
Was advucated by Lieut. Gov. Woodruff. 

Letters positively declining to be consid- 
ered as candidates were received from John 
D. Crimmins and R. Fulton Cutting. Mr. 
Crimmins wrote, in part: 

I do not consider this a moment for any citizen 
to hesitate or cogsider pleasure or business con- 
venience who may be called on to stand on a 
platform which will express the abomination of 
our present governmental conditions. The can- 
Gidate should be required to make few pledges; 

‘the principal and essential one should be that 
he will serve the people, if elected, with the 
single purpose of establishing the best govern- 
ment for the governed—a government temperate, 
moderate, and equitable. He should be @ man 
of conservative mind, fearless, and of good 
physical health and familiar with the conditions 
that surround us 

You al! appreciate that from the early discus- 
sion of my name in connection with the nomina- 
tion for the Mayoralty that knowing myself I 
did not and do not regard my physical health 
equal to the requirements of 80 exacting @ pos!- 
tion, if elected, as 1 regard it. 

Mr. Cutting wrote to Col. Ogden in part 
as follows: 

Despite my repeated private statements that I 
would under no circumstances accept nomination 
for any office, I find that my name still appears 
on the list of possible candidates for the Mayor- 
alty. Permit me now publicly to reiterate my 
unalterable unwillingness to have my name con- 
sidered, The virus of the spoils system has so 
thoroughly d our political life that one 
cannot to-day interest h in public affairs 
without becoming an object of suspicion. To the 
electorate it is practically incomprehensible that 
rea] political disinterestedness can exist, and I 
am satisfied can render no better service to re- 
form politics than by steadfastly declining office. 

The Committee of Eighteen will reassem- 
ble at 4 o'clock to-morrow at the headquar- 
ters of the Citizens’ Union, but doubt is 
expressed that any agreement’ will be 
reached to enable the presentation of a re- 
yort to the full Conference Committee of 
Seventy-two on the same evening. 

The committee, before it adjourned yes- 
terday, adopted appropriate resolutions 
upon the death of President McKinley.

Prussian Minister of Commerce Speaks 
on the Necessity of Commer- 
cial Treaties.

LONDON, Sept. 17.—A dispatch from 
Berlin to The Times says that Herr 
Moeller, the Prussian Minister of Com- 
merce, at a dinner given in his honor, 
spoke of the proposed tariff bill, dwelling 
on the necessity for a compromise be- 
tween agriculture, industry, and com- 
merce, teplying to the charge that the 
proposed tariff showed no regard for 
foreign opinion, he declared that every 
country, in its tariff scheme, wa$ bound 
to think only of its own interests.

BERLIN, Sept. 16.—The possible conse- 
quences of the meeting of Emperor William 
and Emperor Nicholas at Dantzig and of 
the Czar’s visit to France are still leading 
topics of newspaper comment.

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ASSASSIN CZOLGOSZ 
INDICTED FOR MURDER 


Prisoner Refused Absolutely to 
Answer Questions. 


Ex-Supreme Court Justices Loran L. 
Lewis and Robert C. Titus As- 
signed to Defend Him—Trial 
Noticed for Next Monday. 


BUFFALO, Sept. 16.—Leon F. Czolgosz, 
alias Fred Niemann, was indicted this aft- 
ernoon by the County Court Grand Jury 
for the crime of murder in the first degree 
in fatally shooting President William Mc- 
Kinley at the Temple of Music in the Pan- 
American Bxposition grounds at 4:15 
o'clock on the afternoon of Sept. 6. 

When arraigned before Judge Edward K. 
Emery in the County Court at 5:36 0’clock 
the prisoner stubbornly refused to an- 
swer questions repeatedly asked of him by 
District Attorney Penney as to whether 
he had counsel or wanted counsel, The 
District Attorney then suggested that, in- 
usmuch as the defendant refused to answer, 
counsel should be assigned. 

Judge Emery assigned the Hon. Loran 
L. Lewis and the Hon. Robert C. Titus, 
former Supreme Court Justices of this city, 
whose names had been suggested by the 
Erie County Bar Association, 

Czolgosz will probably be arraigned again 
to-morrow morning to plead to the in- 
dictment. 

District Attorney Penney presented the 
evidence in the murder case to the Grand 
Jury from 10 o'clock in the morning until 
a few minutes past 4 o'clock in the after- 
100n, 

WITNESSES IN THE CASE.

At 4:15 o'clock this afternoon, just exactly 
ten days after the shooting, the Grand 
Jury voted unanimously to indiet Czolgosz 
for murder in the first degree. At 4:41 
o'clock the secret indictment was presented 
to Judge Emery, in the County Court. 


THE PRISONER ARRAIGNED, 


Then ensued a wait of an hour, but the 
rumor that the murderer was to be ar- 
raigned spread, and in a short time the 
courtroom was crowded. Great secrecy 
was maintained as to the place of confine- 
ment of the prisoner, but it is believed 
that he was locked up in the temporary 
jail at the Erie County Penitentiary, where 
prisoners have been kept while the jail has 
been undergoing repairs. After the indict- 
ment was reported, the prisoner was driven 
from the penitentiary, a mile from the City 
Hall, to the jail across the street from the 
hall, Czolgosz was then taken underastrong 
guard from the jail through the tunnel 
under Delaware Avenue to the basement 
of the City Hall and up the stairs to the 
courtroom on the second floor. 

The prisoner was shackled to Detective 
Solomon and Detective Geary held his 
other arm, Assistant Superintendent Cu- 
sack marching in front and a number of 
patrolmen behind. When the prisoner was 
taken before the bench the crowd in the 
courtroom surged about him on all sides 
They were compelled to resume their seuts. 

Czoigosz is of medium height, of fairly 
good build, and has lignt curly hair, but 
a ten days’ growth of beard on his face 
gave him an unkempt appearance. Ap- 
parently he feigned insanit;’, not stupidity, 
and his glances roamed about, but his eyes 
were always downeast. Not once gid he 
look the county prosecutor or the Judge in 
the face. 


SCENE IN THE COURTROOM. 


*‘Czolgosz, have you got a lawyer? Do 
you wish a lawyer? You have been indicted 
for murder In the first degree, do you want 
a lawyer to defend you? Czolgosz, look at 
me and answer.” 


District Attorney Penney fired these ques- 
tions at the prisoner, his voice rising with 
each succeeding question, but Czolgosz 
stubbornly refused to ahswer. The District 
Attorney then suggested that counsel be 
assigned to defend the prisoner and ascer- 
tain what he had better do as to his plea to 
the indictment before arraignment. Judge 
Emery then asked the prisoner before the 
bar if he had counsel, but there was no 
answer, despite the fact that the police offi- 
cers told him the Judge was speaking and 
that he must answer. 

The Court then said: *“ Czolgosz, you hav- 
ing appeared for arraignment in the court, 
without counsel, the law makes it the duty 
of the Court to assign counsel. The Bar 
Association of our county has considered 
the matter and Suggested the names of 
certain gentlemen of high character for 
such assignment. The Court has seriously 
considered the question, and after such 
consideration has concluded to follow the 
suggestions made by the association. The 
Court, therefore, assigns the Hon. Loran L. 
Lewis and the Hon. Robert C. Titus as 
your counsel.” 


Judge Emery directed the officers to noti- 
fy the attorneys and remove the prisoner.

ives, who started out of the courtroom 
with him, The crowds surged after them, 
but found the exit barred by four strong 
policemen. Outside the courtroom door 
the prisoner was surrounded bv twelve po- 
licemen with clubs drawn and under com- 
mand of Capt. Michael Regan, Jailer 
George Mitchell, and several Deputy Sher- 
iffs. The prisoner was hurried down stairs 
and into the basement, whence he was 
taken through the tunnel to the jail across 
Delaware Avenue. Whether he was left 
there for the night or taken elsewhere the 
police refused to say. 

District Attorney Penney 
left the courtroom that Justices 
and Titus would be notified and given an 
opportunity to talk with the prisoner, and 
that he hoped to arraign Czolgosz to-mor- 
row morning to take his plea to the indict- 
ment. The District Attorney will also no- 
tice the trial of the prisoner for next Mon- 
day morning at 10 o'clock in Part III. of 
the Supreme Court, that being the opening 
day of the September term.

Taking the Oath of Office, He Speaks of 
the Dead President—Mourning 


in Porto Rico. 


SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Sept. 16.—The 
late President McKinley having. accepted 
Mr. Allen's resignation of the Governorship 
of Porto Rico, to take effect Sept. 15, ex- 
tensive preparations had been made by the 
people of the island f the inauguration of 


ior 
Gov. Hunt to-day. All were canceled im- 


mediately, however, on the announcement 
of the death. Accordingly Mr. Hunt took 
the oath privately at his residence this 
morning in the presence of the members 
of the Executive Council, Capt. Stirling, the 
Justices of the Supreme Court, and a few 
others. 

The ceremony was very impressive, Chief 
Justice Quinones administered the oath 
and Bishop Blenk offered prayer, Gov. 
Hunt did not deliver an inaugural address, 
but he referred briefly and in the following 
terms to the great national sorrow: 

“Our hearts are bowed down with grief. 
Our minds dwell only upon our national 


bereavement, In confining this ceremony 


to the simple act of taking the oath I feel 
that my own wishes only conformed to the 
common feeling. I know that the mani- 
festations of grief in Porto Rico are spon- 
taneous evidences of the grateful love of 
the people of the island for Mr. McKinley. 
Words of tender sympathy and condolence 
come from every point in Porto Rico, ex- 
hibiting a devotion to his memory that is 
truly and pathetically beautiful. 

“The cable cannot properly convey to 
the mainland the full significance of this 
widespread sentiment. Only those who are 
in ihe closest touch with conditions here 
ean fuliy appreciate what it means { 
thank the people. I will only say at this 
time that my highest ambition is to be 
worthy of the great trust confided to me 
for them by the patriot we mourn. 

“Having guided the Nation through the 
calamities of War, he yet lived to lead it on 
to the triumphs of peace, Far-sighted and 
experienced, his statesmanship was broad, 
and his mind invariably turned toward the 
world-wide elevation of humanity. -Solicit- 
ous for the happiness of the whole country, 
his sympathies were extended to the people 
of Porto Rico with a peculiar interest. Anx- 
iously desiring the success of civil govern- 
ment here and the ultimate attainment of 
our highest aspirations, and with abiding 
faith in the institutions of the United 
States, he sought to implant them where 
their influence would be salutary and per- 
manent. 

‘* By the eminent example of his charac 
ter let us be actuated to move forward 
toward better things. Hopeful and confi- 
dent of the results, I beg of all good citi- 
zens that they counsel together and co- 
operate in all that is essential to the com- 
plete success for which we eray. I as- 
sume my share in the responsib:litics of this 
work.”’

OBSEQUIES AT CAPITOL. 


Dead President Wil! Rest 
Historic Bier. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—Officials and 
employes of the Capitol were @éngaged from 
an early hour to-day, making preparations 
for the obsequies of President McKinley, 
which will occur in the rotunda to-morrow. 
The historie bier which did service at the 
Same place in connection with the funerals 
of Presidents Lincoln and Garfield, was 
brought from its resting place in the Capil- 
tol crypt early in the day, and expert drap- 
ers were soon engaged in shrouding it in 
crape, 

The bier rests upon a platform, raised 
about six tnches above the level of the 
floor of the building, and is surmounted by 
a canopy, covered with black cloth. The 
top of the bier is three feet above the sur- 
face of the floor, and when the coffin is 
placed upon it the top will be slightly below 
the level of the average person's face. 

The head will be ee toward the west, 
so as to turn the face toward the proces- 
sion as it enters from the east door. As 
the body will lie in state at this place for 
cnly part of one day, there will be an effort 
to expedite the funeral ceremony so as to 
give as many as possible an opportunity to 
see the President's face. 

There will be seats in the rotunda for 
about 800 persons. These will be occupied 
by those bearing tickets of admission, and 
will inchude the President's immediate fam- 
ily, members of the Cabinet, members of 
the Diplomatic Corps, members of the Su- 
preme Court, the press, and other persons 
whose position entitles them to special rec- 
nition. 

It is not expected that there will be a 
large attendance of members of Congress 
or that the Supreme Court will be repre- 
sented fully. The change of date of the 
ceremony from Wednesday to Tuesday will 
have the effect of preventing many who 
had hoped to arrive in time from attending 
tne funeral. This will be true of nrost of 
those who reside West of Chicago. 

It is not expected that any part of the 
Capitol Building will be brought into use 
except the rotunda, but the rooms occupied 
by the Sergeant at Arms of the Senate, the 
Marble Room, the President's room, the 
Vice President’s room, and the room oc- 
cupied by the Committee on District of 
Columbia will be held at the disposal of 
those in charge of the ceremonies in case 
they should be needed.

The afternoon was cloudy, and with the 
close of the day began the dull boom of a 
great gun at intervals of five minutes. It 
was the signal which gave notice of the ap- 
proach of the funeral train. At the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad sjation men in bright uni- 
forms gathered, a mixture of soldiers and 
sailors, and with lowered voices talked in 
groups while waiting to take up their parts 
in the ceremony. Presently two troops of 
eavairy from Fort Meyer swung from Penn- 
sylvania Avenue into Sixth Street. Then 
came Secretaries Hay and Gage and Acting 
Secretary Sanger and Commissioner McFar- 
land and a few subordinates privileged to 
enter the space within the station.

FUNERAL TRAIN LATE. 


The train was due at 8:25, but the clock 
stood at 8:38 when the headlight of the big 
locomotive flashed along the rails and the 
cars swept quietly to a stop at the gates. 
The way was cleared, and down the path- 
way strode a body of soldiers and sailors 
chosen as the body-bearers and guard. They 
were met at the entrance of the observa- 
tion car where the body lay by an officer 
and admitted at once. The undertaker’s 
assistants removed the floral pieces to the 
vans which were to carry them to the 
White House. The sailor with drawn cut- 
lass and the soldier with fixed bayonet, 
who stood at the head and foot of the cof- 
fin, gave way to the new guard of honor. 

Secretary Hay and Secretary Gage had 
pressed forward and entered the car where 
the mourners sat and assisted them to de- 
scend, Mrs. McKinley was aided by Abner 
McKinley and Dr. Rixey, and was speedily 
placed in a carriage, which drove at once 
to the White House without awaiting the 
procession. Close behind came the mem- 
bers of the family of the !ate President, 
who likewise were driven immediately to 
the Executive Mansion. Mrs McKinley was 
deeply veiled. She appeared to bear up 
with fortitude. 

President Roosevelt came next. His arm 
was closely clasped by Commander Cowles 
of the navy, his brother-in-law, who 
walked rather hastily along between the 
files of officers the carriageway next 
the gates of the station. The President 
walked firmly, erect, looking to neither 
side, Close behind him pressed the members 
of the Cabinet, headed by Secretary Hay 
and Secretary Gage, escorted by Gen. Gil- 
lespie and a contingent of the ranking army 
and naval officers in waiting. Senators 
Hanna and Fairbanks followed.

Meanwhile the coffin was being removed 
from the observation car. One of the large 
windows was lowered at the side and siow- 
ly and carefully the coffin was slipped out 
through the opening and received upon the 
bent shoulders of the body bearers. Four 
artillerymen from Fort McHenry, Md., 


| were on the right and four sailors on the 


left. Straightening themselves under their 
burden, they walked slowly toward the 
hearse. Before the coffin marched four 
officers, Major Parker, Col. Bingham, Capt. 
Gilmore, and Major McCauley, and in that 
order, while the officers on elther side and 
in the entrance stood with uncovered heads, 
the body was carried to Sixth Street and 
placed in the hearse. A bugie note rose 
clearly and “‘taps”’ rang out. That was 
the only sound that broke the silence. 

Just beyond the entrance to the station 
President Roosevelt, with the members of 
the Cabinet, had paused and\had taken sta- 
tion so as to leave a broad space for the 
funeral cortege. They ranged themselves 
on the sidewalk in double rows opposite 
each other and stood with bared heads as 
the body was carried to the hearse drawn 
up at the side gate. The hearse was ex- 
quisitely carved, and was drawn by six 
coal black horses, each of which was led by 
a negro groom in black livery. 

Just as the body was being placed in the 
hearse an incident occurred that caused a 
murmur of disapprobation. A photographer 
from a nearby window suddenly flashed a 
light for the purpose of obtaining a repro- 
duction of the scene. The flashlight and 
accompanying noise made people shudder. 
President Roosevelt seemed to be momen- 
tarily disconcerted. The hearse quickly 
moved away, and was followed at once by 
President Roosevelt and those accompany- 
ing him. 

In the President’s carriage besides Mr. 
Roosevelt were Secretaries Hay and Gage 
and Commander Cowles. Secretaries Root 
and Hitchcock, Attorney General Knox, and 
Postmaster General Smith followed in an- 
other carriage, while Secretary Wilson, Sec- 
retary Cortelyou, Secretary Long, and Sen- 
ators Hanna and Fairbanks drove behind in 
Other carriages.

THE MILITARY ESCORT. 


The military already were in line. As the 
procession swept from Sixth Street Station 
into Pennsylvania Avenue a deeply im- 
pressive sight was presented. The thor- 
oughfare was hung in black. Emblems of 
mourning were displayed on every building 
Banked on both sides of the avenue, from 
Sixth Street to the Executive Mansion, were 
tens of thousands of people. With bared 
heads and with no murmur of sound, the 
people watched with tear-stained eyes the 
last home-coming of President McKinley. 


A platoon of mounted police in command 
of Sergt. Matthews led the way. Next came 
a delegation of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public men from the Department of the Po- 
tomac, members of the Union Veterans’ 
Union, and the Spanish War Veterans, and’ 
Troops I and L of the Eleventh Cavalryfrom 
Fort Myer, Va. Following the cavalrymen 
was the hearse, flanked on either side by 
the body bearers, with a detachment of 
Signal Corps men bringing up the rear. The 
carriages containing the distinguished of- 
ficials were next in line, that of President 
Roosevelt being immediately behind the 
Signal Corps. It was about 9:30 when the 
head of the procession reached the White 
House grounds and turned into the drive- 
way. 

As the troopers of the escort wheeled in 
line and presented arms a woman standing 
on the curb across the way from the White 
House raised her voice in the words of the 
President's hymn. At first it startled the 


; crowd, and questioning glances were cast 


at her. Then voice after voice took it up. 

President Roosevelt, whose carriage had 
followed close after the hearse, stepped out, 
followed by Secretaries Hay and Gage and 
Commander Cowles, who had been his com- 
panions on the journey. The body was 
carried slowly and reverently into the 
White House and placed in the East Room 
with its head resting toward the east. Then 
President Roosevelt and the members of 
the Cabinet stepped into the room. They 
stood there a moment with bowed heads 
and then left. 

The casket had been placed lengihwise of 
the East Room, the head to the north. 
Piled about it were a half hundred floral 
emblems of exceptional beauty, and as 
many more were placed in the inside corri- 
dor until to-morrow. Two marines, a sol- 
dier and a sailor, stood guard, one at each 
corner of the casket, while seated on either 
side were two members of the Grand Army 
and two members of the Loyal Legion.

MULTITUDE MOURNS 
AS TRAIN SPEEDS BY. 


From Buffalo to. Washington a Solid 
Phalanx Pays Homage to the Dead 
President—Mrs. McKin- 
ley’s Vigil. 

New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—Magnificent in 
its simplicity and soul stirring in its in- 
tensity was the tribute of patriotism and 
sorrowing affection paid by the American 
people to-day to the memory of President 
McKinley as his body was borne from Buf- 
falo to the National Capital 

Figures cannot safely be used in speak- 
ing of the number of mourners who bowed 
their heads in reverent grief as his body 
was escorted to the funeral train in Buf- 
falo, as the train sped over a clear track 
down through the New York and Penn- 
sylvania cities and towns and villages 
along the route, and as the funeral cortége. 
moved from the station here to the White 
House. 


It seemed as though all the people were 
out to do homage to the martyred Presi- 
dent. In the big cities the crowds around 
the railway stations and points of interest 
were simply enormous. In the towns and 
villages all business was suspended, the 
factories and schools were closed, and there 
was @ general gathering of the population 
to meet the train. Even in the farming 
districts the tillers of the soil left their 
harvest fields to drive to some cross road 
to get a fleeting glimpse of the mourning- 
draped train as it whizzed by. 

The pilot locomotive, running ten minutes 
in advance, gave notice to all these hun- 
dreds of thousands of true-hearted Ameri- 


cans that the funeral train was coming, so 
that they could line up in a solid, silent, 
sorrowing phalanx to receive it. This 
pilot engine, running light, was an extra 
precaution, taken in order that nothing 
should happen train bearing a dead 
President and his grief-crushed widow, a 
living President and his Cabinet, United 
States Senators, Generals in the army, and 
others whose lives are dear to the Nation. 

The multitudes that laid aside their pur- 
suits and to honor the dead 
President had their chief reward in the op- 
portunity that was afforded them to do so;

WIDOW VISITS HER DEAD. 

Heartrending was the scene which those 
soldiers and sailors, standing like statues, 
witnessed this morning during a long run 
between stations. They saw the widow en- 
ter the car, accompanied by Dr. Rixey and 
by Mrs. Barber, her sister. For more than 
twenty-four hours Mrs. McKinley had been 
pleading that she might be allowed to see 
her husband’s body, and her wish was 
about to be gratified. As calm as a sick 
woman could be expected te be under the 
blow of recent and great bereavement, and 
much calmer, in fact, than had been 
during any of her waking hours at the Mil- 
burn residence, while her husband's body 
was lying in state at the Buffalo City Hall, 
she stood, while the upper part of the cof- 
fin Hid was turned back, exposing the feat- 
ures of him whom she had With a 
sob she stepped forward and knelt at the 
coffin, Mrs. Barber at her side. There wags 
no outburst of grief. < 

For an hour the widow remained there, 
to all intents and purposes alone with her 
dead, for the soldiers, the sailors, Dr. 
Rixey, and Mrs. Barber made no sound te 
disturb the sanctity of that vigil. Dr. 
Rixey finally urged Mrs. McKinley to re- 
turn to her own car and rest. She acqui- 
esced, consoled by an assurance that she 
was not taking a last look at the dead. 

The hour for leaving Buffalo was early, 
8:30 A. M. Business was practically sus- 
pended in the mourning-draped city until 
the funeral train had ieft. The people 
massed in the streets through which the 
President's body would be taken to the 
train, in the station, and in the railroad 
yards. The train made up early, so 
that members of the funeral party might 
seek immediate seclusion upon arriving at 
the Exchange Street Station. The funeral 
train was made up as follows: 

The pilot locomotive, draped in mourning, 
to run ten minutes ahead and keep the 
track clear; Pennsylvania Limited Locomo- 
tive No. 168, draped in mourning; the com- 
bination baggage and buffet car Raleigh;

There were no mourning decorations om 
the train except upon the locomotive and 
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‘pon the car containing the body. There 
~ the mourning emblems were not profuse. 
“THe interior of the car was made’ beauti- 
ful by the arrangement of the floral trib- 
utes which yesterday were placed about 
the catafalque in the City Hall at Buffalo. 
Across the coffin rested a sheaf of wheat. 
The members of the funeral party arrived 
at the train before the body of the Presi- 
dent was brought there. At the Milburn 
house, where the widow and relatives of 
the dead President were; at the Wilcox 
house, where the new President slept; at 
the City Hall, where the murdered Presi- 
dent lay, and at the railway station police 
and military guard lines were formed. 


A CALL FOR THE DEPARTED. 


The sun was bright, but a chilly wind 
was blowing. Mrs. McKinley was awakened 
at 7 A.M. She had slept poorly and awoke 
With the question on her lips that she had 
been asking over_and over since her hus- 
band’s body had been taken away to lie 
in state: 

“When will I see him?” 

Two truckloads of baggage left the house. 
In one load was a hospital bed, intended 
for use in case Mrs. McKinley should be- 
come ill. Soon after Mrs. McKinley ap- 
peared, with Abner McKinley on one side 
and Dr. Rixey on the other. She walked 
without support, with a firm step and with 
head erect. The Misses Duncan, nieces cf 
the late President, had gone to the train 
to prepare everything for the widow's com- 
fort. Mrs. McKinley was taken into the 
depot by a private entrance and into her 
ear. She conténued to show surprising 
control of herself, considering the alarming 
reports that have been circulated regarding 
her condition. President Roosevelt and the 
Cabinet officers arrived at the train soon 
after Mrs. McKinley. 

In the meantime every preparation had 
been made for the removal of Mr. McKin- 
ley’s body from the Buffalo City Hall to 
the station. The military escort was the 
fame as on the previous day when the 
body was removed from the Milburn resi- 
dence to the City Hall. 

The march to the dépot was a grand and 
a solemn sight. Every heart in the vast 
throng that lined the street was beating 
in harmony with the dirge played by the 
band. The church bells were tolling and 
over the lower district of the city, where 
all is usually noise and bustle in the morn- 
ing, a strange silence reigned. 

It was 8:35 when the body had been 
placed in’ the car and all was ready for 
the.trip to, Washington. The pilot engine 
had already gone at 8:37 A. M. The funeral 
train followed. 

An indication of the greeting that the 
funeral train was to receive all along the 
line was had before the train had left the 
Buffalo railroad yards. Crowds of well- 
dressed persons, who probably had never 
been, in the railroad yards before, were 
jammed upon: the tracks, anxious to honor 
to the last the dead President. It was not 
in this, though, ‘that the pathos of the oc- 
casion was to be found. It was in the long 
lines of begrimed workmen, who came out 
from the railroad and other shops and stood 
at a-sdlute as the train passed. 


HOMAGE ON THE TRIP. 


To tell the story of that trip in detail, so 
far as the greeting in each town goes, 
would be simply to reiterate a statement 
of fact. The general features were ali the 
Bame. The only differences were those due 
to the population of the city, town, or vil- 
lage passed through—difference in the size 
of the crowds. It is best to deal merely 
with a few striking features that were 
common throughout, and with a few spe- 
cific incidents. The most striking feature 
of all to impress itself upon those on the 
train was the fact that every village and 
hamlet, no matter how small,, even little 
farming settlements dozen houses, 
seemed to have received the néws that the 
funeral train was coming through, 
the with a common impulse 
Bregated to meet it. At some places, 
such as Harrisburg and Baltimore, there 
were tens of thousands of persons. At other 
places, so smal] that their names cannot be 
found on the maps, there would not 
hundred persons, but the spirit which ani- 
mated the big crowds and the little gath- 
erings was the same. 

Through some common souree of sugges- 
tion which is not apparent, for there was 
nostime for a common arrangément, every 
school house along the route was closed, 
and the children, usually carrying some 
sign of mourning, or else holding up long 
#treamers of bunting, were lined up along 
the tracks. This was not only true of the 
&chools in big cities and towns, which have 
many thousands of pupils, but it was true 
of the little country district schools, with 
ene teacher and a score of pupils. There 
Was no prettier or more sentimental picture 
Presented along the route than that of 
these little girls and boys, who hardly 
knew whether to cheer or cry, marshaled 
by their teacher where they Could see the 
funeral train go by. 

Whenever a town that boasted a factory 
or other industry was passed, and this was 
particularly tiue through the Allegheny oil 
regions, the workmen would take up a con- 
spicuous position ulong the tracks, garbed 
in the clothes that ‘certified their honest 


toil; to pay their tribute in silence 
with heads bowed in sorrow. a 
KNELT IN PRAYER. 

It was a common incident, particularly at 
the smaller towns and villages, to find a 
minister and his congregation kneeling in 
prayer the train ran by, while the 
ehurch choir would sing ‘‘ Nearer, My God, 
to Thee,” the hymn that Mr. McKinley 
whispered a few lines of shortly before 
he died. \ 

It is strange how the refrain of that 
hymn and its prayerful words seem to be 
echoing wherever grief for the dead Presi- 
dent exists. It was the only music heard 
to-day during a railroad run of thirteen 
hours. Bands played it, fife and drum 
corps did the same, and the human voice 
Was not tuned to any other dirge. o- 

The old soldiers, the veterans of the civil 
War, were conspicuous wherever there was 
an army post, or wherever a few of them 
lived as neighbors. They brought out their 
old uniforms, they brought out their old 
flags, and their woeful appearance as they 
gazed upon the train that was bearing not 
only a President ‘but an old comrade in 
arms to his grave was a sight to bring tears 
to the eyes. 

Nearly all the railway stations along the 
line wexe draped in mourning. It was usual- 
ly at the stations that the Grand Army 
posts were to be found, with their bands 
and their fife and drum corps, and often 
with an old cannon, with which they would 
fire a feeble salute. In cities and towns 
that have uniformed police forces and letter 
earriers, these as a rule turned, too. 

The crowds all along were anxious for 
souvenirs, and if there were none to be ob- 
tained from the train they seemed by a 
general impulse to adopt the plan of putting 
coins on the tracks and letting the funeral 
train run over them, Mutilated coin, which

oing over the Keating Ridge, from Port 
Alleghany to Gardean, where the grade is 
125 feet to the mile, the funeral train was 
nearly stalled, the locomotive hardly being 
able to do its task, but elsewhere along the 
line it was ahead of the schedule time. It 
made few stops, and these were only a min- 
ute or two. 

Coming down through the mining re- 
gions, as at Renova, the workers at the 
mines, with faces blackened, could be seen 
lined up on some elevation, standing at at- 
tention. Such were the genera! features of 
the trip as obser-°d from the funeral train 
while passing through about 450 miles of as 
beautiful country as is to be found itn the 
United States. The villages and hamlets, 
without exception, did as much in their way 
as did the cities and towns that made the 
trip so impressive. 


MRS. McKINLEY’'S FORTITUDE. 
Mrs. McKinley, according to the best in- 


formation from her ear, was doing as well |

During the run to-day President_Roose- 
velt called in his car President Milburn 
of the Pan-American Exposition; Conrad 
Diehl, the Mayor of Buffalo, and the other 
members of the Buffalo Reception Com- 
mittee appointed to popounpeny the funeral 
train. He expressed to them the thanks 
of himself, of the Government officers gen- 
erally, and of President McKinley's imme- 
diate family and friends, to the people of 
Buffalo for all they had done since the 
shooting of the President. 

The funeral train arrived at Washington 
at 8:38 o'clock to-night. 


BUFFALO’S LAST HONORS 
TO DEAD PRESIDENT. 


Mrs. McKinley Seriously Affected by 
Emblems of Mourning—The Sad 
Procession from the Mil- 


burn House. 

BUFFALO, Sept. 16.—The silent form of 
William McKinley was this morning taken 
on a last journey to the National Capitol. 

Col. Bingham, who was in charge of the 
arrangements, said at 7:45 that none of the 
party would go to the City Hall where 
the body lay, but that all would go directly 
to the train. At 7:82 the Misses Duncan, 

ieces of the President, drove to the train 

that they might make the car ready 
for Mrs. McKinley with those little touches 
that only women know. 

A few minutes later Senator Fairbanks, 
Controller of the Currency Dawes, and 
Elmer Dover, Secretary to Senator Hanna, 
came from the house and entered a car- 
riage. Following, a White House messen- 
ger rushed down the walk and ordered the 
windows in one of the carriages closed. 


A PATHETIC PROCESSION, 

At precisely 7:35 a pathetic procession 
stepped upon the porch and walked down 
toward the carriages. Mrs. William Mc- 
Kinley, robed in garbs of mouring and 
supported by Abner McKinley on one side 
and Dr. Rixey on the other, was the cen- 
tral figure. She walked briskly, with her 
head quite erect. Her long black veil was 
drawn so that her face could not be seen. 
She got into the carriage with her favorite 
niece, Miss Barber; Abner McKinley, and 
Dr. Rixey, and they were driven at once to 
the station. So far as could be seen, she 
sat erect in the carriage and Miss Barber's 
arm did not support her. 

The family of Abner McKinley, other rel- 
atives of the dead President, and Secretary 
Cortelyou followed in other carriages. 

The street corners near the house, which 
for a week had been crowded with news- 
paper men, telegraphic booths, and waiting 
carriages resumed their wonted appear- 
ance; the soldier guard was withdrawn, the 
police resumed their normal occupation, 
and the stirring incidents that have marked 
the locality became a reminiscence. 

President Roosevelt did not arise until 7 
o'clock, and then had to be awakened by 
his colored man, Pinchney. He dressed 
quickly, and at 7:30 was ready to take 
breakfast with the family of his host, Mr, 
Wilcox. Just after 8 o’clock had struck, 
together with Mr. Wilcox and his secre- 
tary, Mr. William Loeb, he got into a car- 
riage and drove to the train. A few mount- 
ed police followed the carriage, and three 
or four detectives and Secret Service men 
were near him. 

The slow and stately progress of Mr. Mc- 
Kinley’s body from the City Hall to the 
railroad station afforded the people of Buf- 
falo a last opportunity to do honor to the 
memory of the lamented Executive, At 
daybreak City Hall was quiet and peaceful. 
Statuelike, the guard of honor at the cata- 
falque maintained its position throughout 
the long hours of the night. There was a 
Sergeant of Artillery at the head of the 
bier, a marine at the foot. To one side was 
a Sergeant of Infantry, to the other an- 
other marine. The massive wooden doors 
of the building were closed, and the outer 
gates of iron were bolted. 

It was a few minutes 
when the gates swung ajar. 
from the United States 
swung up Franklin Street, the first detach- 
ment of the cortége’s escort. The blue- 
jackets wheeled into line directly opposite 
the entrance of City Hall. Four minutes 
later the four-horse hearse drew up. A 
company of marines filed into position. Five 
of the Cabinet officers arrived in two car- 
riages. The first carried 
and Postmaster General Smith. The other 
held Attorney General : Knox, Secretary 
Wilson, and Secretary Hitchcock. United 
States Senator Joseph R. Hawley of Con- 
necticut was next to arrive, 


BEARING THE DEAD. 


Exactly at the appointed hour, 7:45, the 
escort was in perfect readiness. In clarion 
tones Major Mann, commanding the escort, 


delivered the order ‘* Present arms.”’ Noise- 
lessly, and with the precision of the well- 
drilled soldier, the arms leaped to position; 
the commanding officer turned about, and, 
facing the house of the dead, brought his 
sword to “ present,”’ Then, emerging from 
the doors of the City Hall, there moved 
the elght body bearers, four soldiers and 
four sailors. l[ligh on their sturdy shoul- 
ders rested the coffin inclosing the body 
of the country’s beloved one. Away down 
the line of soldiery from the Sixty-fifth 
Regimental Band came in subdued meas- 
ures the strains of ‘* Nearer, My God, to 
Thee."’ Behind the long ropes, as one man, 
the countless throngs became hatless. With 
bowed heads they waited and watched in 
silence. The flag-draped coffin was lifted 
gently into the hearse, the doors were 
closed. Through the windows of the hearse 
naught but America's flag, surrounded by a 
single sheaf of wheat, could be seen. To 
the front came the troops, wheeling into 
line, and moving down Franklin Street. 

Once more the strains of music. This time 
it was the mournful dirge of the dead, 
Chopin's Funeral Mareh, accompanied by 
the tolling-of the church bells. Behind the 
troops came the carriages of the officers 
of the Cabinet. Then came the hearse, and 
following were the comrades of the Grand 
Army, with a company of local militia 
bringing up the rear. 
into Church Street, and, winding past St. 
Paul's Church into Main Street, the dead 
President was carried on his last journey 
through Buffalo's Streets. 

Down Main Street the procession moved 
between masses of bare-headed people. The 
high winds from off Lake Erie snapped 
and whipped the bunting and cashmere of 
sombre hue with which every building was 
draped. High in the air the Nation's col- 
ors, myriad in numbers, flew to the breezes, 
half-masted, and with black streamers, The 
line had begun its journey at 7:50. Twen- 
ty-five minutes passed and the cortége had 
not turned to enter Exchange Street, where 
is located the railroad station. Never in- 
creasing the movement, always with meas- 
ured steps to the strains of the constantly 
playing band, the line at last turned into 
the final street. Then the Buffalo journey 
was at an end. As the cortége passed Elli- 
cott Street it was met by the carriage bear- 
ing the President of the United States, 
Theodore Roosevelt. By the President's 
orders his carriage was stopped, and with 
bared head the Nation's new Executive 
awaited the passing of his predecessor's 
cortége. 

Once more the troops were drawn into 
line and came to “ present.”” The hearse 
stopped in front of one of the baggage en- 
trances to the station. As the undertaker 
took hold of the door to open it and the 
soldier-bearers prepared to draw the coffin 
out a hush fell on the multitude. Then 
from the head of the column came the 
mournful sound of the “ Long Roll.” As it 
ceased clear and sweet came the notes of 
the beautiful hymn ‘ Nearer. My God, to 
Thee."" The soldiers raised the coffin’ on 
their shoulders and moved toward the 
train, and from ‘‘ Nearer, My God. to 
Thee,’ the band went into the grand old 
hymn ‘“ O God, Our Help in Ages Past.” 


MR. ROOSEVELT’S HOMAGE, 


On the curb stood President Roosevelt 
with Senator Hawley. He had refused the 
advice of the police to move into the train 
yard, and with his hat in his hand stood 
silently watching the body being removed, 
Gen. Brooke and his staff fell in directly 
behind the coffin, then came the President, 
Secretary Cortelyou, and Senator Hawley, 
and then, walking with his cane for assist- 
ance, Senater Hanna accompanied by his 
son, followed.

They 
had come at 8 o'clock. The journey down 
in the carriage, from the windows of which 
she could see the emblems of mourning, 
affected Mrs. McKinley seriously, and when 
she stepped from the carriage, assisted by 
Dr. Rixey and Abner McKinley, she woul 
have fallen but for the support accorded 
her. She entered the station and was as- 
sisted into the car in which she and her 
husband had made the trip into the city 
of his death. On the car her relatives too 
charge of her and Dr. Rixey gave her a 
tonic.

Programme of State Funeral as 
Finally Revised. 


BODY WILL LIE IN STATE 


Religious Services to be Held in the 
Rotunda of the Capito! Building—The 
Military and Civic Arrangements. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—The following 
is the order of arrangements for the obse- 
quies at Washington of William McKinley, 
jate President of the United States, as re- 
vised to meet the wishes of Mrs. McKinley: 

On Tuesday at 9 o’clock A. M. the body 
will be borne to the Capitol, where relig- 
ious services will be held, after which the 
body of the late President will lie in state 
in the rotunda for the remainder of the 
day.

GATHERING AT THE CAPITAL. 


Many Distinguished Mourners Arriving 
for the Funeral Services To-day. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—Every in-com- 
ing train to-night brought people of note 
to attend the funeral services over the body 

of President McKinley to-morrow. 

Among those in the city are Gov. Odell 
of New York, ex-Secretary of the Interior 
C, N. Bliss, ex-Postmaster General John 
A. Gary, and ex-Secretary of War Alger, 
who formerly occupied portfolios in Presi- 
dent McKinley's Cabinet; ex-Postmaster 
General John Wanamaker of the late Presi- 
dent Harrison’s Cabinet; Senators Kean of 
New _ Jersey, Wetmore of Rhode Island, 
and Platt and Hawley of Connecticut; Mrs. 
Garret A. Hobart, widow of Vice President 
Hobart; Col. John J. McCook, one of 
the war investigating commission appointed 
by the late President; Col. Scheleke of the 
Russian Embassy; Col. De Montmered, 
Military Attaché of the Spanish Legation, 
and Gov, Gregory of Rhode Island. 

A Buffalo party that registered at the 
Arlington comprised John G. Milburn, at 
whose home the late President died; Mayor 
Conrad Diehl, Harry Hamlin, John N.

PREPARATIONS AT CANTON. 


CANTON, Ohio, Sept. 16.—The latest ad- 
vices received by the local committee hav- 
ing in charge preparations for the final 
services over the remains of President Mc- 
Kinley are that the official train will 
reach here at 11 o'clock Wednesday morn- 
ing. Just what will bé done with the body 
between that hour and the church services 
at 2 o'clock Thursday afternoon, has not 
yet been officially announced, beyond the 
fact that it will be at the McKinley home 
for a part of that time; this is in response 
to the wishes of Mrs. MchWKinley. 

If assent can be secured from those hav- 
ing the arrangements in charge, the local 
committee will take the body from the 
train direct to the Court House and have 
it lie in state there until 9 o'clock Wednes- 
day night, then to be removed to the Me- 
Kinley house for the night, and returned to 
the Court House early Thursday morning, 
to remain until the church service. 

At the church services Thursday after- 
noon the Rey. Dr. C. E. Manchester will 
deliver a short address and the services 
will be brief. Afterward a military and 
civie parade will escort the remains to 
West. Lawn Cemetery, where they will be 
deposited in the public receiving vault 
awaiting the preparation for a permanent 
resting place. 

The parade, so far as the local commit- 
tees are concerned, will be made up of only 
Ohio military and civic organizations, 
with the exception of the Gate City Guards 
of Atlanta, Ga. Many tenders were made 
from other States, but it was deemed inad- 
visable to accept these. Chicago, Pittsburg, 
Cincinnati, and many other cities have sent 
word that their prominent organizations 
will be represented by committees. 


Gov. Nash to Meet Funeral Train, 
Special to The New York Times. 
COLUMBUS, Ohio, Sept. 16,—The Penn- 
sylvania lines have tendered Goy. Nash a 
private car to be used by him to Canton to 
attend the funeral of President McKinley. 


The car will go East on one of the regular 
trains and will be attached to the funeral 
train at Pittsburg.

rade, at Canton, Ohio. The Commander in

The President's greeting to the Grand 
Army committee was most gracious. He 
said; ‘I am pleased, very much pleased, to 
receive you; and while, for o vious reasons, 
I cannot make an assignment such as you 
propose, [ ‘will write a note to Secretary 
Cortelyou, with the hope that he will be 
able to do so.

The note written by the President was 
handed to Secretary Cortelyou, who said:

In 
the multitude of my duties I necessarily 
had to refer many matters, and that of the 
Grand Army escort was sent to Col. Bing- 
ham, Please see him and te him I sent 
you to him.’’

EXPERT OPINION ON ~ 
MR. WKINLEY’S WOUND 


Surgeons in This City Express 
Widely Divergent Views. 


Some Declare the Treatment Given Was 
Unskillful and that Gangrene Should 
Readily Have Been Discovered. 


Ever since the doctors of President Mc- 
Kinley announced that at best their distin- 
guished patient could not have lived an- 
other twenty-four hours because of gan- 
grene, which all of them failed to dis- 
cover until it was revealed as the result of 
an autopsy, many physicians in this city 
have been busy discussing the treatment 
given. Opinions are much divided, but by 
several it is averred that grave mistakes 
were made. 

Some are unable to reconcile 
flicting reports given out from the bed- 
side. They point out that the bulletins 
indicated almost without exception (until 
the final relapse came) to the speedy re- 
covery of the patient, and on top of this 
came the later statement—after the au- 
topsy—that at no time had the President 
a chance for his life, and that he was 
doomed from the very outset, because of 
gangrene. This dreaded condition of a 
serious wound ts readily discoverable, some 
surgeons aver, and there is no excuse for 
failing to know of its development. 

Among New York surgeons who are will- 
ing to express an opinion is Dr. Henry W. 
Frauenthal, an expert on gunshot wounds, 


and for ten years the clinical assistant of 
the late Dr. Louis A. Sayre. 

“In the first place,’’ said he, ‘ bullet 
wounds that perforate the stomach are 
rare. There are few cases of this particu- 
lar kind upon which surgeons can study 
and acquire knowledge. If the entire num- 
ber of stomach bullet wounds that were re- 
ceived in the Prussian and the civil wars 
were made known, their scarctty would sur- 
prise not only the surgeons, but the lay- 
man,

SHOT AND STAB WOUNDS. 


“It is not generally an appreciated fact 
even in surgery that the treatment of a 
gunshot wound is not the same as that 
caused by a cut or a stab. The two wounds 
are totally different and require different 
treatment, and the first mistake made in 
treating the wound of the President was 


to sew up the bullet hole. In order to ex- 
plain from the layman's standpoint, it is 
necessary to go into the difference in the 
natures between a bullet wound and a knife 


thrust, or cut. 

““Wounds of this kind may be divided 
into two classes; first, those that are clean 
and smooth and permit of a primary union, 
and those that are ragged and require a 
recondary union. If I take a knife and 
cut into flesh, providing no foreign matter 
enters the wound, it will unite, causing 
neither sluff nor matter—what is ordinarily 
called festering, On the other hand, take a 
wound or cut made by the blow of a club, 
and, in the natural course of events, sluff 
is bound to take place. In the case of a 
bullet wound, not only does the projectile 
leave an opening, but the edges of this 
opening consist of torn and bruised and 
dead flesh, flesh which is unhealthy and 
must be removed artificially or by nature 
before healing can take place. 

‘Now, this being the case, here fs a pa- 
tient who has been shot through the stom- 
ach. The organ is tay laid bare and the 
holes in it are sewed. Nothing is done to 
remove the dead flesh. It is left there to 
clear itself in the only way that nature has 

rovided for it to clear itself, namely: It 
Caine to sluff and develops into gangrene, 
because that is the only thing that could 
develop under the circumstances. 

“The bruised and dead tissue about the 
wourtl should have been removed with the 
knife. When the edges of the wound pre- 
sented clean and healthy parts that could 
unite, they should have been gewed togeth- 
er. And more, the superficial ‘wound in the 
stomach, that caused by the surgeon's 
knife, should have been kept open and the 
healing of the wound in the stomach 
should have been watched day by day. But 
this dead tissue adjacent to the edges of 
the bullet hole was not considered, and 
nothing but gangrene could have set In.” 

‘Could the surgeons have told before the 
autopsy that gangrene was developing? ” 

“Most decidedly, by the use of the micro- 
scope. An undue increase in the white cells 
in the patient's blood should have told the 
story and given ample warning. There was 
no medical excuse why the doctors should 
have been fooled by the apparently healthy 
condition of their patient.” 


BULLET FROM A DIRTY PISTOL. 


Dr. Robert H. M. Dawbarn, when seen 
at the Polyclinic Hospital, 214 East Thir- 
ty-fourth Street, said regarding the theory 
that the assassin's bullet was poisoned: 

“That it was intentionally poisoned I 
think quite unlikely. In all probability the 
murderer prepared with constant pistol 
practice. It is extremely unlikely that 
he was thoughtful enough of his victim's 


welfare to clean the weapon. The bul- 
lets fired from such close quarters must 
have carried in a considerable amount of 
filth from the previous discharges, and 
though doubtless Dr. Mann did all that 
any surgeon could do in (je way of me- 
chanically cleaning the wound, the un- 
found bullet and its whole track must 
have been poisoned. 

**IT doubt exceedingly that any chemical 
poison would be capable of producing only 
after a number of days a gangrenous proc- 
ess. It is much more likely that the or- 
dinary microbes were introduced and that 
practically a culture cabinet for such mi- 
crobes was supplied by the ‘wounded tis- 
sues. 

“It should be understood that there is 
no one microbe of gangrene. Many dozens 
of kinds, when present in large numbers, 
may produce it. ey did so in any and all 
of three ways, First, by multiplying within 
the blood vessels so as to obstruct them, at 
the same time causing clotting, so that the 
flesh could not be nourished; second, by 
multiplying in great numbers just outside 
the blood vessels and obstructing their 
ealibre from without; third, by poisoning of 
the flesh throu ptomaines and toxines, 
the result of their life activities and death 
decompositions."’ 

When asked about the criticism of Dr. 
MecBurney's e¢ptimism, Dr. Dawbarn said: 

Tt consider him a surgeon without a su- 

rior in the world. It was a time of utter 

epression. The Nation was the Presi- 
dent's family, and Dr. McBurney tried, out 

a kind pa to-say what words of cheer 
he could to that great family. The treat- 
ment and the result would have been pre- 
cisely the same whether or not he had 
added to the Nation's anxiety. One should 
consiger his motive, and I think the better 
of him for it.” 

“There is no reason to question the pro- 
prieiy of the treatment of Mr. McKinley at 
any time,’ said Dr. Charles Phelps, an au- 
thority on gunshot wounds, at his residence, 
34 West Thirty-seventh Street. The prim- 
ary operation we know from the subsequent 
progress of the case to have been aseptic 
and complete as it was prompt. The pe- 
cullarities of pulse and temperature indi- 
cated danger, but were not incompatible 
with minor difficulties, and there is no rea- 
son te suppose that they were not given 
proper weight in connection with other 
symptoms. 

“Tt is not strange that the track of 
the bullet through the abdominal cavity 
and the trivial wounds of the pancreas and 
kidney were not discovered at the time of 
the operation, since the necessity of rapid 
action and other conditions, familiar 
laprotomists, might reasonably preclude 
minute search, after it was ascertained 
that the viscera, aside from the stomach, 
were not seriously injured. 

“The gangrenous condition discovered 
was probably caused by the contusion of 
the tissues in the passage of the bullet and 
explains the fact that it was confined to 
the bullet track and the stomach wall con- 
tigious to the stomach wounds of entrance 
and exit. It was not unprecedented and 
therefore not strange. 

“The theory of a poisoned bilet ts un- 
supported by evidence, and unnecessary to 
assume as an explanation. The reason why 
gangrene should have followed contusion 
in this particular instance cannot be de- 
termined in the absence of ‘knowledge of 
the cardial and renal conditions. The case 
was doubtful from the beginning, and after 
the danger of septic peritonitis had passed, 
there were stil) grave possibilities of dan- 
ger both from the unknown position of the 
bullet and from what actually did happen 
in the course of the bullet. The opinions 
expressed by the attefiding surgeons, offi- 
cially and unofficially, were merely opin- 
ions, which unfortunately proved to be in- 
correct.” , 


GANGRENE FROM A TECHNICAL 
STANDPOINT. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 
President McKinley's gunshot wound and 
its gangrenous condition are, In my opinion, 
ordinary. There was no poisoned bullet, 
excepting the poison naturally belonging 
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to a dirty pistol ball fired at close range. 
The concussion alone at such proximity 
would be enough to destroy the outside 
tissues even if no powder grains went 
through the clothing. 

In case of an extensive and deep con- 
tusion of a complicated bullet area which 
did not allow the exit of microbicidai fluids 
there would naturally be constriction of the 
inflammatory area with resulting gangren- 
ous infiltration, In case of inflammation 
of the focus of phlegmon of lymphangitis 
there would be more or less toxaemia from 
absorption of the products of gangrenous 
infiltration, 

There is no special microbe in the bac- 
teriology of pancreatitis (inflammation of 
the stomach’s salivary gland) any more 
than there is in that of mumps or paroti- 
ditis. Leaveran and Catrin have fully 


studied the question. They found three 
times in six a microbe sot bacillus) in 
the fluid of orchitis and five times in seven 
in the blood. They found it seventeen 
timés in twenty-eight cases examined, yet 
they did not affirm that it was the patho- 
genous agent of mumps. 

Suppuration of pancreas and the salivary 
glands would be caused by ordinary mi- 
crobes of inflammatory processes such as 
the pneumococcus, pneumococcus and the 
staphylococcus associated, or to the strep- 
tococcus. 

Multiple abscesses following inflammatory 

rocesses as occurred in resident Gar- 
ield’s case would be due to association of 
streptococcus and the — staphylococ- 
cus. Ulcerous endocarditis (valve of the 
heart) with multiple suppurating infrac- 
tions are caused by streptococcus. 

All gangrenous inflammatory processes 
following gunshot wounds would be due to 
habitual pyogenous bacteria, staphylococ- 
cus pyogencs aureus most frequently, white 
and golden staphylococci next in frequency, 
staphyloccus aureus and citreus next, 
staphylococcus pyogenes next, staphylococ- 
cus and typhoid bacillus next, and typhold 
bacillus last. Suppurating mumps, multiple 
abscesses of face, limbs, thorax, buttocks, 
(bedsores,) &c. 

President McKinley did not live long 
enough to have blood poisoning In sufficient 
degree to kill him. The fact that his pulse 
Was never (excepting one day) below 120 
shows that the weak, dilated heart never 
recovered from the surgical shock of the 
injury. His temperature did not belong to 
septicemia, but to mild inflammation of the 
track of the bullet. There was no poisoned 
bullet, excepting the natural poison of a 
powder wound. His death was perfectly 
natural, exhaustion following shock and 
gangrenous inflammation of the track of 
a gunshot wound in a patient with a nat- 
urally weak heart. 

How the surgeons in attendance could 
reasonably conclude that he was recoverin

HOW GANGRENE DEVELOPED. 


Doctors Making a Bacteriological An- 
alysis in Search of Poison. 
BUFFALO, Sept. 16.—Dr. Herman Mat- 
zinger is making the bacteriological analy- 
sis to determine whether the bullets fired 
from Czolgosz’s revolver that ended the 
life of President McKinley bore some pois- 
onous substance. He is being assisted by 
Dr. Henry R. Gaylord of the State Patho- 
logical Laboratory, and Herbert M. Hill, 
the city chemist, who will make an exami- 

nation of the bullets. 

Dr. Matzinger, when asked whether, in 
his opinion, the gangrenous affection was 
caused in the natural progress of the dis- 
ease from the gunshot wound or whether 
it might be the result of a poisoned bullet, 
said: ‘“‘I can say nothing as to that at 
present. We are now making an analysis 
of the affected parts, but it will take some 
time to determine the result of our work, 
We shall not be able to tell until next week, 
at least. You see, it takes some time to 
develop the culture media."’ 

Dr. Park believes that the gangrenous 
substance was formed in the natural prog- 
ress of the disease that resulted from the 
wound. Dr. Mann and Dr. Mynter refused 
to say anything further on the subject until 
after the result of the analysis is made 
known.

IN LONDON THURSDAY. 


To be Held in St. Paul’s and Westmin- 
ster Abbey—Stock Exchange to 
be Closed the Same Day. 


LONDON, Sept. 17.—A special edition of 
The London Gazette, issued last night, was 
entirely confined to King Edward's order 
directing the Court to go into mourning 
for a week for President McKinley.

Ah! the pity of 1t—the pity of it, for such a 

man is rarely to be found in the active 

spheres of public life. 

« He was the embodiment of sweetness 

and light. In all the years of my contact 

with him in the halls of Congress I never 

to be ruffled.

| master of himself. He was fit to be the 
master of others. He was never betrayed 
} by the exigencies of debate into invective 
| or into personal sarcasm. Of all the men 
| who during the ten years of my association 
with him were in the House of Representa- 
tives, | may truly .ay that no man was 
ever so much beloved both by his party as- 
sociates and his political opponents.

political opponents he made it a custom 
to give out signed statements whenever he 
wished to have the public informed of his 
views. The following is a signed state- 
ment given out by Mr. Lentz yesterday: 

“The interviews that I in any way justi- 
fied the crime of Czolgosz is an infamous 
lie and a base and malicious fabrication, 
and put up by some one of those Czolgoszs 
in the newspaper business who do not hesi- 
tate to assassinate the private and public 
reputation of those whom they oppose on 
public and economic questions. I fight in 
the open, and never yet have been guilty 
of kicking a man when he is down. This 
would be a good time for a sermon or two 
against the crime of assassinating the rep- 
utation of men who speak plainly on public 
questions. 

“ Partisan and malicious journalism, 
coupled with the corruption of the politigal 
machines, is largely to blame for the low 
moral tone which breeds men who feel 
justified in resorting to any crime to con- 
Summate their political purposes. I am 
against mob law and lynch lew, and against 
any individual taking the life of any hu- 
man being except to save his own, and I 
consider the assassination of President 
McKinley a National disgrace, and, taken in 
connection with that of Garfield and Lin- 
coln—three assassinations of our Presidents 
in thirty-six years—as a serious reflection 
upon the morality and oivilization of the 
American Republic, aw well as an indication 
that the mission of American partisan 
politics is to vulgarize humanity.” 


MORE SUSPECTED ASSASSINS. 


Washington Police Warned to Look Out 
for a Man Wishing to Kill Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—Major Sylves- 
ter, Superintendent of Police, received a 
letter to-day from Chief Benjamin Murphy 
of the Jersey City police force, giving a 
description of the man supposed to be an 
Anarchist, who said he was going to Buf- 
falo to kill President Roosevelt. The de- 
scription given of the man ts as follows: 

“A foreigner, very dark complexion, 
about thirty-five years, quite stout, 5 feet 
6 or 5 inches, black mustache, mixed with 
gray, black hair and eyes; dressed in dark 
clothing and black derby hat.”’ 

To each detective who went on duty here 
to-day was given a copy of this description, 
and he was told to be on the lock-out for 
any one answering to it. 

The dispatch said to have been sent by 
Chief of Police Murphy of Jersey City to 
the Chief of the Washington police was 
originally sent to the Chief of the Buffalo 
police last Friday. A man whose name the 
Chief would not give on that day told him 
that he had just had a drink with a man 
near the ferry who showed him a revolver 
and a ticket. for Buffalo, and said he was 
going to Buffalo on the next train to shoot 
President Roosevelt. The Chief at once sent 
detectives to the Pennsylvania Railroad 
station to arrest the man, but the train 
had gone. He then sent the dispatch, and 
1@er he sent one to Washington. He did 
not give out the fact In Jersey City be- 


eause he does not think the matter should 
have been made public. 

Sept. 16.—Frank Idings, 
years old, a blacksmith, was 
arraigned before Judge Kennedy at the 
Central Police Court to-day, upon the 
charge of suspicion. In a saloon on St. 
Clair Street, Idings is alleged to have 
gaid: ‘I belong to a society that will give 
$50,000 to any man who will kill President 
Roosevelt.”’ 

Idings at his hearing to-day did not 
deny that he had made the statement. He 
was remanded to jail, and will be given 
another hearing Wednesday. Meantime the 
police will make every effort to learn all 
about the prisoner.

BIG COAL BARGE ON FIRE. 


The Josephus Partially Destroyed

ANGRY RESIDENTS 
BLAME SCHOOL BOARD 


Melrose Citizens Protest Against 
an Overcrowded School. 


‘Taxpayers Indignant Because Their 
Children at the 163d Street Build- 
ing Are-in Half-Time Classes. 


An indignation meeting of the citizens of 
Méirose, in the Borough of the Bronx, has 
been proposed to protest against the crowd- 
ead condition of the primary department of 
Public School No. 90, at One Hundred and 
Sixty-third Street and Eagle Avenue, and 
the apparent lack of activity on the part 
of the officials of the Board of Education 
to remedy the matter. 

Many children have been turned away, 
while hundreds are only receiving half the 
schooling they are entitled to by attending 
half-day classes. This condition of affairs 
is not of recent origin—in fact, It has been 
going on for the last four years and is 
growing worse every year, instead of bet- 
ter. All kinds of promises are made by the 
Board of Education at the opening of each 
successive term, but the promises have not 
been kept, and as one taxpayer, who has 
had a child attending half-day classes for 
the past four years, expressed himself yes- 
terday, he was tired of being “ jollied”’ 
along from year to year, and that now he 
intended to find out exactly why his child 
aid not receive the tuition it was entitled 
to.” 

Mrs. S. M. Reins, the Principal of the 
primary department of the school, when 
geen there yesterday afternoon, said: 

“IT have had no end of complaints from 
people whose children haye been attending 
half-day classes in this department. There 
is not the slightest doubt but that their 
complaints are just, but the trouble is, they 
all seem to blame me for the condition of 
affairs, which is truly deplorable. I am 
not to blame; the fault lies with the Board 
of Education, which fails to supply me with 
the necessary room. In order to give the 
ere, of the children a portion of the 
@aily tuition to which they are entitled 1 
am obliged to form half-day classes. These 
classes are not only detrimental to the 
school, but to the scholars, whose minds 
are taken off their studies by long stretches 
of freedom, and who advance only half as 
fast as they should under ordinary condi- 
tions. 

“At the present time I have twenty half- 
@ay classes, which is two more than I had 
when school closed last July. I have an 
increase of 250 over last Spring's register, 
but I have not any more seating capacity. 
The best proof of the present conditions is 
that we have seating room for 1,100, while 
we have 1,000 children on register, and 
have to find sittings for them. If this keeps 
up much longer we will have nothing but 
half-day classes in No. 90. 

“I have asked for more room time and 
@gain, and last Spring, the children, teach- 
@rs, and myself went house hunting, and 
gent the locations of several available 
buildings and stores to the Board of Edu- 
cation, but there was something wrong 
with each of them, and that ended the mat- 
ter.. So that we are in a worse condition 
to-day than ever before.” 

When asked if there was 
sight, Mrs. Reins said: 

* Not a bit, unless the classes dwindle, 
and that is not probable. 1 had hopes that 
the new school at One Hundred and Sixty- 
third Street and Morris Avenue would re- 
lieve the pressure here, but that has not 
been opened, though it was to have been 
ready when the Fall term began. But, on 

@ing over my books I find that I will only 

e able to send thirty-three scholars to 
that school from this, as all the others live 
in this schoo! district.” 

There is room in Public School No. 90 to 
accommodate four more half-day classes 
@aily if the Board of Education saw fit to 
turn the gymnasium into spacious class- 
Fooms. A. Patton offered to build a struct- 
ure for the Board of Education, providing 
it id him a reasonable rent, but his prop-

SCHOOL FUNDS FOR 
CORPORATE SCHOOLS 


Mr. Whalen Decides that They Are 
Entitled to a Share. 


Board of Education Say This Will Cause 
a Deficit of $372,000 in the Gen- 


eral Fund. 


Corporation Counsel Whalen made public 
an opinion yesterday to the effect that the 
corporate and orphan asylums 
would have to receive a full share of the 
public school funds tn 1902. This means 
that the institutions affected will receive 
about $660,000 next year, instead of $527,538 
allowed under a strict interpretation of the 
charter for 1901. 

The question as to just how much money 
the orphan asyhums and corporate schools 
not in the public school system were enti- 
tled to under the new charter has been dis- 
cussed for several months. President Miles 
J. O’Brien of the Board of Education found 
that Section 1,156 of the Greater New York 
charter had been eliminated from the new 
charter, which goes into effect on Jan. 1 
next. The Board of Education wanted to 
know, therefore, what method should be 
pursued to raise the funds for the corpor- 
ate schools and orphan asylums. For the 
year 1901 a much larger sum was appor- 
tioned to these institutions than had ever

President O’Brien that under the 
law which provides a ‘‘four-mill tax” to 
be raised for school purposes there would 
not be enough money raised for the public 
schools, new buildings, and their equipment, 
and to pay the corporate schools and or- 
phan asylums the money they should re- 
ceive. As the law only allows the Board of 
Education to spend the money raised by 
the ‘‘four-mill tax,’ the educational au- 
thorities are worried about how to make 
up the deficit. They also fear that if the

In deciding the question, 
Counsel Whalen writes: 

“T am of the opinion that the revised 
charter of the Greater New York as re- 
enacted in 1001 did not intend to make any 
change in regard to the distribution of 
school moneys to the various corporate 
schools of the City of New York. Inasmuch 
as schools of a similar nature throughout 
the State are entitled to share in the distri- 
bution of school moneys on a per capita 
busis, 1 am f the opinion that the courts 
would not so interpret the sections of the 
Greater New York charter relating to the 
public schools in such a manner as to ex- 
clude from such distribution in the City of 
New York the various corporate schools 
and orphan asylums and thus impute to 
the Legislature an intent to discriminate 
against the orphan asylums in the City of 
New York, and change, in regard to this 
locality alone, what has been the policy of 
the State for the last fifty years. I would 
advise you therefore in submitting your 
proposed estimate to the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, you should act on the 
assumption that the corporate schools will 
continue to receive in 1902 a proportionate 
amount the school moneys based upon 
the average attendance in said corporate 
schools, orphan asylums, &c., referred to 
in Sections 1,152 and 1,154 of the Greater 
New York charter as revised." 

Corporation Counsel Whalen then ex- 
plains at length the manner in which the 
school funds must be raised, and writes: 

"The Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment is charged with the duty of making 
an appropriation for the general school 
fund in the City of New York for 1902, in 
an amount equivalent to not less than 4 
mills on every doller of assessed valuation 
of real estate and personal property in the 
City of New York liable to taxation. This 
amount you fear will be insufficient to 
meet all the charges of the general school 
fund, ineluding that of corporate schools in 

, and will result in a deficiency of about 


» 000 
“This is a matter which should be sub- 
mitted to the judgment of the Board of 
Estimate in order that that body may de- 
termine what amount it shall be necessary 
to provide in order to obviate the threat- 
ened deficiency. Assuming that, as a mat- 
ter of law, the corporate schools will con- 
tinue to receive a portion of the school 
moneys, based upon the aggregate attend- 
ance in said schools, the question is one 
for the discretion and determination of 
the Board of Estimate. It is for that 
body to decide how great Is the proba- 
bility of the ‘chance of the corporate 
schools being entitled to a larger portion 
of the general school fund than they have 
hitherto received’ to which you refer in 
your communication as constituting an 
element of serious importance.” 

The private schools which are to partici- 
pate in the common school fund are the 
Five Points House of Industry. Ladies’ 
Home Missionary Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Chidrens’ Aid Society, 
New York Orphan Asylum, the Roman 
CathoHe Orphan Asylum School, the schools 
of the two half-orphan asylums, the school 
of the Society for the Reformation of Juve- 
nile Delinquents, the school for the Leake 
and ‘Watts’ Orphan House, the Almshouse 
School, the Association for the Benefit of 
Colored Orphans, the schools of the Female 
Guardian Society, the New York Juvenile 
Asylum, the New York Infant Asylum, by 
the Nursery and Child’s Hospital, includ- 
ing the country branch thereof, and all 
the orphan asylums and industrial schools

DOESN'T KNOW BRYAN. 
Ex-Senator Roger Q. Mills Says the 


Name Seems Familiar, but He 


Doesn’t Live in Corsicana. 
From Th2 Herald, Sept. 6. 

Rober of the famous 
Mills Tariff bill and for twenty-six years 
one of the most prominent figures in the 
Hiouse of Representatives and Senate of the 
United States, is a guest at the Hotel West- 
minster. With Mrs. Mills and their daugh- 
ter, Mrs. I. D, Wood of San Diego, Senator 
Mills arrived in Los Angeles on Wednes- 
day. He and Mrs. Mills came from their 
home in Corsicana, Texas, two months ago 
to visit their daughter in San Diego. While 
in the southern city Mrs. Mills was taken 
seriously ill, and is still in bad health. Her 
sickness Is now taking them home again, 
and they will to-night for Texas. 
Mrs. Wood will accompany them, so that 
she may care for her mother during the 
tedious trip of 2,000 miles. 

When Senator Mills retired from the Sen- 
ate in March, 18%, he also retired from 
= life and from all interest in politics. 
‘or forty years he had been a potent factor 
in the Democratic politics of the South, and 
as long ago as 1872 won for himself the 
leadership and was sent to Congress to 
represent his district. He was continued 
in the lower house until 1892, when he 
Was advanced to the Senate, and there 
was recognized as one of the most eminent 
members of that body. His chief distinction 
was in formulating the Mills bill. 

Senator Mills to-day presents the same 
stalwart figure and fine appearance that 
made him a marked man the first day he 
entered Congress. His seventy years ap- 
parently sit as lightly upon him as did his 
torty, and they did not rest heavily. That 
he is sincere in his statement that he “is 
out of public life’' he made clearly evi- 
dent when a Heraid representative at- 
go to interview him. 

“ Keep away, Sir; keep away. IT don't 
even want my name in the newspapers,” 
said he. ‘‘I've put in twenty-six years of 
public life, and whether any one else thinks 
so or not, I think I've earned a rest, and I 
am taking it. I was in it so long I became 
heartily tired of it. Why, Sir, I don't even 
read the newspapers any more, because 
I'm so afraid I'll come across some poli- 
tics. I'm living quietly down there in Cor- 
sicana, and I am living with ny library, 
and it's enough for me. I wish I had made 
friends with it years before I did. 

* Will I say something about Mr. Bryan, 
Sir?

BROOKLYN . BRIDGE 
NEEDS REPAIRING 


Engineers Who Examined It for Mr. 
Philbin Have So Decided. 


Their Report, Which Is Voluminous, 
Withheld for the Present—Improve- 
ments That Will Cost Little 
Recommended. 


The report of Engineers E. Duryea, Jr., 
and Joseph Meyer, who were appointed by 
District Attorney Philbin to examine into 
the accident of July 24, when some of the 
suspension rods of the Brooklyn Bridge 
cracked and necessitated a temporary clos- 
ing down, was received yesterday at the 
District Attorney's office. Whether the re- 
port contained anything of a startling na- 
ture was not disclosed, as Mr. Philbin de- 
clined to make it public before he had 
taken further steps. From one intimately 
connected with the department, however, 
it was learned that, providing a confirma- 
tion of the report by other experts can be 
secured, the matter is almost sure to go to 
the Grand Jury. 

The following brief statement, which the 
District Attorney says ought to be pub- 
lished at the present time, was handed out 
in typewritten form by the department: 

‘The conclusion of the engineers on that 
point can best be indicated by the following 
language in their report: ‘ We believe the 
present margin of safety to be so small 
that the necessity for repairs is very ur- 
gent, and have suggested means by which 
the safety can be increased without ma- 
terially interfering with traffic, at a com- 
paratively small cost.’ 

‘“‘It was further stated in the report that 
the margin of safety will be increased by 
the absence hot weather. It will be re- 
membered that the recent accident and the 
one that happened in 1898 occurred while 
the temperature was very high. Mr. Meyer, 
who co-operated with Mr. Duryea in the 
examination, has been engaged in the con- 
struction of many large suspension bridges, 
and was recently employed in relation to 
the design for the proposed Hudson River 
bridge at Fifty-ninth Street. It is said he 
is probably without an equal in the compu- 
tation relative to the designing of suspen- 
sion bridges. Practically all the mathe- 
matical computations were made by Mr. 
Meyer, Mr. Duryea having given his atten- 


tion to the other questions of construction, 
of course co-operating with Mr. Meyer and 
verifying the latter's results.”’ 

The report, which is voluminous, is tech- 
nical and contains a thorough computation 
of the details of the bridge under both 
dead and moving loads to which the struc- 
ture is subjected at the present time. Strain 
charts made out at the time the bridge was 
built were compared with others that il- 
lustrate the stresses and strains imposed 
on the giant structure to-day. 

Mr. Philbin was seen at his office shortly 
after his statement was published. 

“What is the reason that the entire re- 
port not made public at once?’’ was 
asked. 

‘Before I can take 
port,”"” Mr. Philbin answered, 
further expert testimony. I have every 
faith in the two engineers who conducted 
the examination, but that is not the case 
in point. The idea is that the more experts 
we can get to concur in the report the 
stronger will be the impression made by 
it.”

ROYALTY ON CHARITY. 


Empress Frederick’s Views on the Prin- 
ciples Which Should Govern 


Benevolence.

Berlin, Sept 3.—Prof. Krause, the Em- 
peror Frederick's former physician, has 
published from his deathbed a letter from 
the late Empress, which, as he says, bears 


witness to the sound and strong feeling of 
benevolence with which all her social views 
and endeavors were permeated. To make 
the letter intelligible it must be stated 
that Prof. Krause had submitted to the Em- 
press, at the author’s request, a pamphlet 
on a new organization of charity written 


by a lady known to him. The point of the 
publication was the necessity for awaken- 
ing the sense of benevolence in the hearts 
of the rich in order to secure money for 
charitable purposes. The letter which the 
Empress wrote in answer is dated shortly 
before she went to England to visit her 
mother, and five months after the death of 
the Emperor Frederick. Her great bereave- 
ment was, therefore, still fresh. Her 
birthday would come in a few days, and it 


was, therefore, nitural that she should de- 
Her last 


sire to spend it with her mother. 
preceding birthday she spent with her at 
Charlottenburg during the dark days of her 
consort’s suffering Bre letter is written in 
German, and exhibits some peculiarities of 
German style which cannot be brought out 
in a translation. It runs as follows: 


Berlin, November, 1888. 

My Dear Professor: Although I am about to go 
away, I send you these few lines with the lady's 
iMttle pamphlet. I have read it through very 
carefully, but am unable to find any Important 
or practical ideas in it It would, perhaps, not 
have been so bad if the author had followed her 
own advice—namely, first to study the system of 
charity. She might have retained her enthusl- 
asm, but would have gained a better Insight Into 
the real problems of charity She looks upon it 
too much as benevolence; which, with all who 
are still able to work, ought to be a means to an 
end—that Is to say, to enable the pogr gradually 
to regain their feet. In all thape cases the 
question certainly is not only correctly to 
measure the gifts, but also to use them and 
to add to them other means, such as the secur- 
ing of employment and Instruction, so that the 
slumbering strength may be awakened and given 
a new field of activity. The niggardly gift or 
ite refusal, as well as the unpleasant additional 
gift in conjunction with the main one—-all of 
which may seem hard to a good, tender, and 
sympathetic heart—is, alas! in many cases the 
best charity. because the instinct of self-preser- 
vation is thereby awakened These essential 
difficulties of the care for the poor the author 
seems to be unaware of For this reason the 
first necessity for the solution of the problem 
is to her money, very much money: but Iintelll- 
gent men who care for the poor do not at all 
demand an increase of the relief funds, but 
a better use of them. They ask not so much 
for the greatest possible care for the poor, but 
the greatest possible decrease in their numbers 
by the removal of the causes of poverty existing 
in the poor themselves, and in their surrounding 
circumstances. For this they need more numer- 
ous agencies, and the application of true love 
and intelligence in their struggle against the 
evil of poverty. To this end more extensive 
individual work is necessary. The author desires 
to see many assistants, but assigns to them only 
one work--that of giving—and she asks for a 
uniform supervision, which, according to her 
plan, would involve an insupportable bureau- 
eratic apparatus merely to insure a proper dis- 
tribution of the money. It is doubtless quite 
right and beautiful to induce women to take 
part in charitable work, and. in my opinion, 
also in its supervision, but if women do not 
understand the aims of this work they do more 
harm than good, despite all their love and 
generosity. If women want to take part In pub- 
lie concerns they must fit themselyes for it 
by study and self-discipline, Otherwise their 
work will be imperfect and even harmful, if 
they lack earnestness and perseverance.* * *

Roosevelt to-night is at the residence of 
Commandor Cowles, the home of his broth- 
er-in-law. He reached there at 9:40 o'clock, 
accompanied by Commander Cowles, who 
had been officially detailed to escort the 
President. In a second carriage were Sec- 
retary Hay of the State Department and 
Secretary Gage of the Treasury, the senior 
Cabinet officers, neither of whom went to 
Buffalo, and who met Mr. Roosevelt as 
President for the first time to-night. 

The President ran lightly up the steps of 
the Cowles residence after glancing at. an 
American flag hanging at half staff over 
the door. He went immediately to the par- 
lor and greeted Mrs. Roosevelt, who had 
arrived at 4 o'clock, and who for the first 
time saw her husband as President of the 
United States. 

Both Secretaries Hay and Gage alighted, 
but neither entered the house, Secretary 
Gage walking to his own home on Massa- 
chusetts Avenue and Secretary Hay driv- 
ing to his residence.

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FRANCE PREPARING 
TO GREET THE CZAR 


President Loubet to Arrive in Dun- 
kirk This Afternoon. 


Troops to Guard Entire Railway Traok 
from Dunkirk to Compiegne — The 
Furnishing of the Chateau. 


PARIS, Sept. 17.—The festivities in con- 
nection with the visit of Emperor Nicholas 
will open to-day, when President Loubet 
will leave Paris for Dunkirk, accompanied 
by. M. Waldeck-Rousseay (the Premier) 
and M. Delcassé, the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs. The Presidential train will leave 
here at 11 A. M., and is due to arrive at 
Arras at 1:25 P. M. A brief reception on the 
pat of the local authorities will take place 
at the station at Arras, and M. Loubet 
will then proceed to Dunkirk, where he 
will arrive at 4 o'clock. Half an hour 
later he will open the new Town Hall. Ac- 
cording to the original programme, M. Lou- 
bet had promised to attend a ball in Dun- 
kirk in the evening, but ‘this feature may 
possibly be omitted in view of the death 
of Mr. McKinley. 

The work of decorating Dunkirk is be- 
ing rapidly pushed forward. A big incur- 
sion of visitors has already begun. There is 
some anxiety regarding the success of the 
nayal review te-morrow, owing to the gale 
that is sweeping the North Sea; and it is 
doubtful whether the Czar will be able to 
€0 on board the President’s vessel, the 
Cassini, from the Standart, without con- 
siderable risk unless the weather moderates 
greatly. Experiments made yesterday with 
two vessels of simijar ‘tonnage demon- 
strated the difficulties of such an opera- 
tion. Instructions have been given to both 
the Standart and the Cassini to anchor 
close together if the sea should be rough, 
SO a8 to minimize the dangers of a passage 
from one to the other. 

The crowd in Dunkirk will, it is expected, 
be enormous. The Northern Railroad 
Company has arranged for no fewer than 
seventy-five excursion trains to enter tne 
town early to-morrow morning. 

Since the assassination of Mr. McKinley, 
the Government has decided,to carry out 
a project first considered impracticable, 
namely, the guarding of the entire track 
from Dunkirk to Compiégne with troops. 
The military will be brought from various 
points in forty trains, and it is estimated 
that 50,000 men will be thus engaged. Two 
routes are open for the journey, and the 
one which the Czar will take is still kept 
a secret in order to discourage any attempt 
at Outrage. It is an interesting circum- 
stance that the authorities have arranged 
to have the reporters start a few minutes 
in advance, forming a pilot train for the im- 
perial party. } 

More troops arrived at Compiégne yester- 
day, bringing the garrison up to 10,000 
men. These will line the route from the 
station to the palace, and. will fo¥fm a com- 
plete cordon around the chateau. Through 
this cordon no one will be allowed to pass 
unless with special permission. Orders for 
the isolation of the chateau will be rigor- 
ously enforced. The palace guard must 
refuse admission even to the General com- 
manding the garrison of Compiégne. 

The apartments in the chateau will be di- 
vided almost equally, the right wing being 
iven to the Czar and his suite and the 
eft being occupied by M. Loubet and the 
French functionaries. The magnificent 
room that united the two wings, the walls 
of which are adorned with panoplies of 
arms, will be divided equally between the 
French and Russian aidés. The work of 
furnishing the apartments with historical 
relics and furniture of the highest artistic 
beauty and value is now nearing comple- 
tion. The suites of lofty rooms _pré- 
sent a gorgeous appearance. The finest 
apartments open on the terrace, from 
which there is a beautiful view 
over Compiégne Forest and a,ip a 
grand avenue, —aces several miles. 
These will be occupied by the Czar and 
Czarina. The walls are hung with priceless 
Gobelin tapestries, while the spacious 
gallons contain handsomely molded chairs 
and settées upholstered in rich tapestry. 

The bedchambers of the Russian Emperor 
and Empress retain respectively the 
couches of Napoleoa I. and Marie Louise. 

Fifty gala carriage horses have just ar- 
rived for use during thd festivities. The 
deconation of the streets of egg aE ee was 
yesterday in a backward state, and does not 
promise to be very striking, but the illu- 
mination of Castle Square and the park will 
be very fine.

MISS EASTWICK AGAIN REMANDED

LONDON, Sept. 16.—Marie Josephine 
Eastwick of Philadelphia, who is charged 
with having forged a railroad certificate to 
the value of £100,000, was again remanded 
at the Guildhall Police Court to-day. The 
evidence presented was not important. 

Miss Eastwick looked extremely ill, and 
was evidently in pain. At the conclusion of 


the. proceedings the Magistrate noticed that 
the accused was ill, and ordered that she be 
taken to Holloway Prison in a cab, instead 
of in the prison van. He also gave per- 
mission for her father to Bee her, Mr. East- 
wick entered the dock and accompanied his 
daughter to her cell. 

Although formally remanded until Sept. 
23, the prisoner is not likely to reappear in 
court until Oct. 1, when the preliminary in- 
quiry will be completed. Miss Eastwick 
will probably be committed to appear for 
trial at the Old Bailey on Oct, 22.

AUSTRIA TO BE CROWDED OUT ? 


Suggestion of a New Arrangement of 
European Politics Supplanting 
the Triple Alliance.

LONDON, Sept. 17.—A dispatch from 
Vienna to The Times says that a semi- 
official communication to the Politische 
Zeitung, relating to Russia, Germany, 
and France, and supposed to have’ ema- 
nated from a high Russian personage, 
significantly avoids all mention of Aus- 
tria. 

While, however, the Triple Alliance 
thus seems to be eclipsed, it is asserted 
that there is no apprehension, and the 
insinuations that the interview between 
the Kaiser and the Czar has caused 
umbrage in Vienna are not taken se- 
riously.

BERLIN, Sept. 16.—The possible conse- 
quences of the meeting of Emperor William 
and Emperor Nicholas at Dantzig and of 
the Czar’s visit to France are still leading 
topics of newspaper comment. 

“It ls obvious,” says the Berliner Neueste 
Nachrichten, *“‘ that the endeavors of the 
Czar and the Kaiser are directed toward 
the maintenance of peace. This is demon- 
strated In the memorable words of the Kai- 
ser when referring to the important char- 
acter of the meeting, particularly by his as- 
sertion that he was fully persuaded that 
European peace would be maintained for a 
long time to come. 

“The Kaiser's address to the naval offi- 
cers, In which he expressed the hope that 
Germany and Russia would always stand 
shoulder to shoulder, shows more unreserv- 
edly than any other official manifestation 
the purely defensive character of the Fran- 
co-Russian alliance and Russia's desire to 
count on the friendship of Germany.” 


THE GERMAN TARIFF BILL. 


Prussian Minister of Commerce Speaks 
on the Necessity of Commer- 
cial Treaties.

LONDON, Sept. 17.—A dispatch from 
Berlin to The Times says that Herr 
Moeller, the Prussian Minister of Com- 
merce, at a dinner givén in his honor, 
spoke of the proposed tariff bill, dwelling 
on the necessity for a compromise be- 
tween agriculture, industry, and com- 
merce. Replying to the charge that the 
proposed tariff showed no regard for 
foreign opinion, he declared that every 
country, in its tariff scheme; was bound 
to think only of its own interests. 

The proposed duties, said the Minister, 
applied only to those countries not hav- 
ing commercial treaties with Germany, 
but commercial treaties must be con- 
cluded. It was of vital necessity to Ger- 
many to obtain treaties securing the in- 
terests of her commerce and industries. 
One object of the bill was to show to 
foreign countries what they must ex- 
pect if they did not conclude treaties 
with Germany.

THE DUKE OF CORNWALL 
ARRIVES IN CANADA 


He and the Duchess Given a Royal 
Welcome in Quebec. 


Feeling References Made to President 
McKinley’s Death Both in the Ad- 
dress of Welcome and Response. 


QUEBEC, Sept. 16.—The Duke and 
Duchess of Cornwall made their formal 
entry into the Dominion of Canada to-day 
and were given a royal welcome by the 
people. Thousands assembled to greet 
them, and they are guests to-night in a 
city that is brilliant with its decorations 
and lights. 

In all the festivity of the day, however, 
there was a strong undercurrent of regret 
at the assassination of President and deep- 
rooted sympathy for the bereavement of 
the American people. Plans of temporaily 
abandoning the tour were seriously dis- 
cussed, but-no conclusidn was reached. It 
is probable, however, that all functions of 
a social nature will be suspended until 
after the funeral of President McKinley. 

Feeling reference to the dead President 
was made in the civic address presented to 
the Duke of Cornwall and in his reply. The 
lirst ceremony of the day was the naval 
greeting on the broad St. Lawregce, and it 
made a splendid spectacle from “: heights 
of Quebec, which command the river for 
twenty miles. 

At ¥V:30 o'clock the royal yacht Ophir 
steamed up the river, convoyed by his 
Majesty’s steamships Diadem, Niobe, Inde- 
fatigable, and Intrepid. The North Ameri- 
ean Squadron and the French frigate d’Es- 
trees lay off the city, and when the royal 
yacht came up, their guns gave forth ina 
royal salute of twenty-one guns. The bat- 


teries at the old citadel took up the com- 
plimentary bombardment, and as the guns 
boomed out their welcome the British tiags 
on warships, battlements, and city stafis 
which had flown at half-mast all morning 
in memory of President McKinley, were 
run to topmasts, but American flags were 
quickly set in their places in sign of mourn- 
ing. The Ophir and all of the fleet broke 
out the American colors and quickly ran 
them to half mast. a 

When the Ophuir dropped her anchor 
Lord Minto, Governor General, and Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, Premier, boarded her to 
formally call upon and confer with the 
Duke and Duchess. 

The royal party landed at King's Wharf 
at 12:80 o'clock and were greeted by the en- 
tire Canadian Cabinet and a number of spe- 
cially invited guests. A broad carpet 
marked their path to a waiting carriage, 
and a military escort quickly surrounded 
them. Five thousand troops lined the way 
to the Parliament buildings, and through 
the lines of soldiery the carriage was slow- 
ly driven. The Duke, true to his affection 
for the sea, was attired in naval uniform, 
and as he rode through the cheering cfowds 
he smiled and lifted his cap frequently. 

The Duke and Duchess were escorted to 
the Legislative Council Chamber and a for- 
mal address of welcome was read to them 
in the presence of a distinguished com- 
pany. The reference to President Mckin- 
ley was as follows: “* May we be permit- 
ted to add that among the national em- 
blems and decorations of all kinds which 
mark our welcome and brighien our stree!s 
in your honor your Royal Highness hese no 
doubt observed that some of them are 
draped in mourning. These are the flags 
of the great friendly Nation on our border 
with whom we are connected by so many 
ties of kinship and mutual interest and in 
whose grief for the untimely death of their 
beloved and widely respected President we 
most sincerely join." 

In reply, the Duke said: ‘I take this, 
the first opportunity, to express, in com- 
mon with the whole.civilized world, my 
horror at the detestable crime which has 
plunged into mourning the great friendly 
nation on your border and has robbed the 
United States of the precious life of their 
first Magistrate in the midst of the fulfill- 
ment of the high and honorable duties of 
his proud position. The Duchess and I 
share with you to the fulest extent the 
feelings of sympathy which you have mani- 
fested toward a people with whom we are 
connected by ties of kinship and of na- 
tional esteem, and our heats go out to the 
widow and bereaved family of the late dis- 
tinguished and beloved President.” 

He also complimented the Canadian 
troops for valiant service in South Africa, 
and the people of the Dominion on their 
loyalty, and also expressed his gratifica 
tion at being among them. The Duke and 
Duchess lunched at the citadel with Lord 
Minto, and in the afternoon drove to Laval 
University, where the degree of Doctor of 
Laws was conferred on the Duke. 

A large crowd assembled in and about 
the university, and there were noisy dem- 
onstrations when the Duke and Duchess 
entered and departed. They drove through 
the streets with a small cavalry escort, 
and were cheered everywhere. Strong 
guards of dominion police all in civilian 
atere were close at hand wherever they 
went. 

A State dinner was given at the Citadel 
to-night in honor of the Duke and Duchess 
by Lord Minto. The members of the royal 
party were also present, as were many of 
the Dominion officials, the commanders of 
the fleet, the leading military officers, the 
Judges of the Supreme Court, and the 
Anglican and Roman Catholic Bishops. Thre 
fete arranged by Quebec in honor of the 
Duke continues to-morrow, and on Wednes- 
day the royal party proceeds to Montreal.

J. HOOKER HAMERSLEY DEAD. 


—_————___— 


Was a Poet and a Real Estate Operator 
and a Member of an Old New 
York Family. 

James Hooker Hafmersley, poet, real es- 
tateyoperator, and member of a_ distin- 
guished New York family, died night before 
last in his country home at Garrison's-on- 
the -Hudson, He was born in this city 
on Jan. 26, 1844, and was the son of the 
late John William Hamersiey, and Mrs. 
Catherine Livingston Hooker Hamersley. 

Having been prepared for college at Col- 
lege Hill and the Collegiate School of 
Poughkeepsie, Mr. Hamersley entered Co- 
lumbia College In the class of 1865 and was 
graduated with honors, taking the law de- 
gree two years later. He won while in col- 
iege an oration at the commencement ex- 
ercises. For about ten years he practiced 
law actively, but finally decided to devote 
his time to acting as co-trustee in the es- 
tate left by his father, which was a very 
large one. In April, 1888, he was married 
to Margaret Willing Chisholm, ef a promi- 
nent South Carolina family, but born in 
Long Island. 

Two children were born to Mr. and Mrs. 
Hamersley, Catharine Livingston Hamers- 
ley and Louis Gordon Hamersley. Mr. Ham- 
ersley was always an extensive traveler. 
He was also prominent in society and as a 
clubman. He was a member, among other 
organizations, of the Metropolitan, Univer- 
sity ,and City Clubs, the St. Nicholas So- 
ciety, the Knickerbocker Bowling Club, the 
New York Geographical Society, and the 
Society of Colonial Wars. Literature was 
his diversion, and he was the author of a 
number of poems, as well as articles on 
politics and history. i 

He was a Director of the Knickerbocker 
Fire Insurance Company and a Trustee of 
many charitable organizations. He was al- 
ways interested In politics, and took an act- 
ive hand in them. Once, in 1877, he was 
nominated for the Assembly from the Elev- 
enth District by the independent Republic- 
ans, but he withdrew in favor of his friend, 
W. W. Astor. The latter was elected by a 
good majority, largely through Mr. -Ham- 
ersley’s efforts in his behalf. 

Mr. Hamersley’s city home was a new 
and handsome house _ he built recently at 
1,080 Fifth Avenue, Through the terms of 
the will of his uncle, Andrew Gordon Ham- 
ersley, his two children will inherit valua- 
ble property. A cousin, Louis C. Hamers- 
ley, also bequeathed a large estate that 
now goes to them, 

The bequest of Louis C. Hamersley de- 
ended upon there being born to J. Hooker 
famersiey a male heir. Louis C., Hamers- 
ley had married Miss Lillian Price of Troy, 
N. Y., the daughter of Cicero Price. At 
the time of the will and the subsequent 
death of Louis C. Hamersley, J. Hooker 
Hamersley was unmarried, and was_ re- 
garded as a determined bachelor. How- 
ever, in 1888, Mr. Hamersley married Miss 
Chisholm, A year afterward ae daughter 
Was born to them. Afterward 4 son was 
born, who will inherit the Hamersley prop- 


erty. 

Mrs. Louls Hamersley had only a life 
interest, beyond her dower rights, in the 
property. After the death of her first hus- 
band she married in 1°39 the Duke of Marl- 
borough, father 6f i*> present Duke. On 
his death she mar. word William Beres- 
ford, who died a year ago.

DEATH OF BISHOP WHIPPLE. 


Head of the Minnesota Diocese and 
Lifelong Champion of the 
Indians. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., Sept. 16.—Bishop Henry 
B. Whipple of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church died at 6 o’clock this morning at 

his home in Faribault, Minn. 


Henry Benjamin Whipple, the “Apostle 
of the Indians," who called him “ Straight 
Tongue,’" was one of the most picturesque 
figures and faithful workers on the bench 
of American Bishops. The greater part of 
his life was devoted to the amelioration of 
the condition of the red men the 
vancement of réligion and civilization 
the Northwest. 

He was born in Adams, N. Y., 
15, 1822. He was educated in 
schools in New York, but owing to feeble 
health did not enter college. For a few 
years he gave his time to mercantile pur- 
suits and took an active interest in poli- 


tices. Then he studied theology under the 
Rev. W. D. Wilson at Corneil University. 
He was ordained a deacon of Trinfty 
Church, Geneva, N. Y., in 1849, and was 
admitted to the priesthood of the Protest- 
ant Episcopait Cnurch at Christ Church, 
Sackett’s Harbor, N. Y., in 1850. 

His first call to a pastorate was when he 
was appointed rector of Zion Church, 
Rome, N. Y. A few years later he en- 
tered the pulpit,of the Church of the Com- 
munion at Chicago, where he remained 
until he was consecrated Bishop of Min- 
nesota in 1850. 

He was known among the whites of his 
diocese as “St.John of the Wilderness.”’ 
and the Indians called him “Straight 
Tongue.’’ Many legends were told by the 
Indians of the Bishop and his horse 
* Bashaw.”’ 

He founded schools and made occasional 
journeys to Washington to fight for the 
rights of his red children and to expose 
the unscrupulous way in which treaties 
were disregarded and broken by agents 
and politicians. When President Lincoln 
called for troops in 1861 the first regiment 
that was mustered in was from Minnesota 
and Bishop Whipple was elected Chaplain, 
but he declined to leave his diocese. 

During the Sioux uprising at the time of 
the civil war the Bishop made a pilgrimage 
to Washington in their interest, and in 
1865 was appointed a Commissioner by the 
Government to investigate their needs. He 
was tireless in his exertions to bring about 
peace between the Indians and the white 
men of the Northwest, and {h 1876 was in- 
strumental in securing the Sioux treaty, 
by means of which the most fertile parts 
of Dakota were opened to settlenf®nt. 

In 1S88 he was delegated to preach 
opening sermon of the Pan-Anglican 
ference at Westminster Abbey. 

Bishop Whipple preached the first Pret- 
estant/sermon ever delivered in Havana 
and made an official visit to the Island of 
Porto Rico last year. The Bishop received 
the degree of Doctor of Divinity from 
Hobart and Racine Colleges and the de- 
gree of LL. D. from Oxford, “ambridge. 
and Durham, England. He was one of the 
trustees of the Peabody fund, devoted to 
educational work in the South; Chaplain 
General of the Sons of the Revolution, 
Sons of the Colonial Wars in the United 
States, and a member of the Victoria In- 
stitute of Great Britain. He was the au- 
thor of “Lights and Shadows of a Long 
Episcopate "' and wrote many ihteresting 
works on the Indian question. 

Bishop Whipple married twice, the second 
time at the advanced age of seventy-four 
His first wife was the daughter of BRenja- 
min Wright of Jefferson County, New York, 
who died about ten years ago. In October, 
18% he was married to Mrs. Evangeline 
Simpson. the widow of Michael Simpson, 
a wealthy cotton manufacturer of Massa- 
chusetts. The wedding took place in St. 
Bartholomew's Church, Bishop Potter offi- 
ciating.

Carlisle, a lawyer of Washington, D. C., 
died in the hospital here from the effect of 
an operation for appendicitis performed a 
week ago. He was formerly counsel for the 
British Embassy, the Spanish Legation, and 
for the Colombian Legation at Washington. 

Mr. Carlisle was the leading counsel for 
Great Britain in the noted Bering Sea con- 
troversy. He was a brother-in-law of the 
Hon, J. L. M. Curry, agent of the Peabody 
fund, and also of Richard Pearson, ex-Con- 


ressman from the Ninth North Carolina 
istrict. 


Frank Palmer Goulding. 

WORCESTER, Mass., Sept. 16.—The Hon. 
Frank Palmer Goulding, the leader of the 
Worcester County bar and a former mem- 
ber of the Legislature, died to-day in this 
city from a complication of diseases. He 
was one of the foremost corporation law- 
yers in Massachusetts. He was born in 
Grafton, Mass., July 2, 1837, and was ap- 
prenticed to the shoemaker's trade. 

He was a law pupil of Senator George F. 
Hoar. Mr. Goulding was a Trustee of 
Clark University, of the Worcester Poly- 
technic Institute, and a member of the 
State Board of Education. He had several 
times refused nominations to Congress on 
the Republican ticket, and had refused an 
appointment to the Superior bench. He is 
survived by a widow and one daughter.

Commissioner JOHN T. Britton of Long 
Branch died there yesterday afternoan of 
Bright's disease, aged sixty-one years. He 
was a lifelong resident of Long Branch, 
where he was a successful druggist. Mr.

Postponement to Sept. 26 Ordered 
by Yacht Club Committees. 


PLAN OF SERIES UNCHANGED 


Contest, However, Is Delayed Five Days 
Out of Respect to the Late Presi- 


dent's Memory. 


At a conference of the committee on 
challenge of the New York Yacht Club and 
a committee representing the Royal Ulster 
Yacht Club, held at the house of the New 
York Yacht Club, 37 West Forty-fourth 
Street, at noon yesterday, it was decided 
to postpone the first race for the America’s 
Cup, which was scheduled to be sailed 
next Saturday, for five days, or until the 
following Thursday, Sept, 26. The other 
races will follow as originally agreed, 
upon alterfMate following Sundays 
excepted, until the series is completed. 

The proposition for the postponement 
was made by the committee of the Royal 
Ulster Yacht Club, composed of Vice Com- 
modore R. G. Sharmon-Crawford, H. M. 
MeGildowny, and Honorary Secretary 
Hugh C. Kelly in the following letter: 

New York, Sept. 16, 1901, 
‘ Oddie, Esq. : 

Dear Sir As the committee of the Royal 
Uister Yacht Club, we write with reference to 
the date of the sailing of the international races. 

The committee feel that in view of the death 
of your revered President, whose loss the whole 
world unites in mourning, that there would be a 
want of respect to his memory if the races 
should commence so soon, as would be the case 
if the date now fixed were adhered to : 

We therefore write to suggest that the date 
ef the first race should be changed to Thureday 
in the week following; the races would then 
commence on Sept. 26. : 

There will perhaps be some who would desire 
that the postponement should he longer, and 
were our own feelings alone concerned we would 
propose a later date. But in naming the date 
suggested we have been compelled to consider 
not only the fact of the very large number of 
persons whe have come to this country with the 
challenger to help in various capacities, some of 
whom have duties at home demanding attention 
at the eariiest possible date, but we have also 
felt that we had to remember the many charters, 
hiring, and other contracts involving large sums, 
made by citizens of this country, and the thou- 
sands of persons who in one way or other find 
work and employment in connection with the 
races, many of whom we have reason to know 
would suffer heavy loss by a protracted delay 

There are various other minor considerations 
which will readily oceur you, such as the 
convenience of the very large body of visitors 
who have made the voyage from Europe espe- 
cially to witness the international contest, which 
have aiso had some weight with the committee. 

We may mention that we have consulted Sir 
Thomas Lipton, and he leaves himself entirely 
in the hands of the two committees, and he 
will be happy to comply with any decision what- 
ever which they may come to.

This communication was laid before

Track Athletes Training for Interria- 
tional Competitions Finished. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Sept. 16.—The Har- 
vard track team, which is in training for 
the international games, finished its pre- 
liminary work to-day, and to-morrow the 
men will go to New York. There they will 
compete against the Yale team in the trials 
to select finally the men who will meet the 
Englishmen next week.

MICHAEL IN WINNING FORM. 


Welsh Bicycler Defeated Elkes in Madi- 
son Square Garden Paced Race. 

In the presence of over 5,000 enthusiastic 
spectators ‘‘ Jimmy" Michael, the popular 
little Welsh cyclist, defeated Harry Elkes 
of Glen Falls, N. Y., in a fifteen-mile mo- 
tor-paced race on the Madison Square Gar- 
den cycle track last night, winning in a 
style which amply sustained his claim to a 
place in the champicnship class in middle 
distance paced cycling, and proved that 
he ‘has regained his old form. He not only 
defeated Elkes by three and a half laps, or 
over a third of a mile, but made new rec- 
ords for one mile and two miles as well, 
The race was started with the two com- 
petitors on opposite sides of the track, as 
has become customary in this style of

racing. Single motors were used for pac- 
ing. Michael went out from the and had 
a gain of about eight yards at the end of 
the first mile. Easily in the second mile 
he passed Elkes for the first time, which 
gave him a lead of half a lap, By the end 
of the mile he was close up to the Glen 
Falls rider again, and so almost a/lap and a 


half to the good. é 

In the third mile Michael again passed 
Elkes, and again in the sixth mile, giving 
him a lead of two and a half laps, Still 
the Welsh cyclist continued to gain, and in 
the twelfth mile had caught his adversary 
and was endeavoring to pass him for a 
tourth time, when he suddenly dropped his 
pace and fell back half a lap. It was sub- 
sequently explained that he heard a noise 
from the motor which caused him to think 
an accident was about to happen. : 

Elkeg made the most of Michael's mis- 
take, and won back half a lap, but could 
not hold it as Michael soon recovered all 
he had lost, and the race ended with the 
Welsh cyclist almost up to his opponent 
and almost three and a half laps ahead 
ot him in distance.

COMMISSION HOUSE IN TROUBLE. 


Petition in Involuntary Bankruptcy 
Filed Against B. M. Ewing. 

A petition in involuntary bankruptcy was 
filed yesterday against Bernard M. Ew- 
ing, doing business as B. M. Ewing & Co., 
woolen commission merchants at 74 and 76 
Leonard Street, by Bowers & Sands for 
three creditors, the Corn Exchange Bank, 
$4,756; Hanover National Bank, $5,000, and 
the Mercantile National Bank, $4,913. 

The claim of the Corn Exchange Bank is 
on a note of the D, Trainer & Sons’ Manu- 
facturing Company, which was indorsed by 
B. M, Ewing & Co. The claims of the other 
two banks are on notes of B. M. Ewing & 
Co. The Mercantile National Bank stated 
that it loaned #4,915 to Mr. Ewing on July 
5 on his note, payable on Nov. 1 next, on 
the representation that on Dee. 31, 1900, he 
had assets of $134,369 in excess of liabili- 
ties, which statement the bank alleges was 
not true. The petitioning creditors allege 
that Mr. Ewing has committed an act of 
bankruptcy by transferring real estate, 
money, merchandise, and accounts; that on 
May 17 he paid Maurice C. Bouvier, a cred- 
itor, $14,000; also on May 21 he paid him 
$18,000, and in June transferred to him some 
money and property. His creditors it is 
stated in the petition are fewer than twelve 
in number, 

Mr. Ewing has been m this line for many 
years. He started in business for himseif 
in 1889, and in January, 1805, formed the 
firm of B. M. Ewing & Co., the other two 
partners being Samuel H. Crawford and 
Jacob 8S. Wallenstein. Mr. Wallenstein 
withdrew in September, 1899, and Mr. 
Crawford retired on Feb. 15, 1901, since 
which time Mr. Ewing has been alone. His 
statement of Dec. 531, 1000, showed assets 
of $217,268 and liabilities of $82,598, Being 
a commission merchant, Mr. Ewing carried 
very little stock. No information could be 
obtained at the store as to the assets and 
liabilities. In the trade it was thought his 
liabilities might be upward of $200,000, 


Biographical Society of America. 

Judge McAdam of the Supreme Court 
yesterday granted an order dissolving the 
Biographical Society of America and 
pointed Frederick L. Taylor permanent re- 
ceiver. Phe society has no liabilities. It 
was organized to publish biographies of 
prominent persons, but did not do much 
in that line, and in February last some of 
the Directors began proceedings for the 
voluntary dissolution of the soclety.

L. J. Phillips & Co, have sold for the es- 
tate of William McMahon to Henry Dazian 
the three-story building at the southeast 
corner of Broadway and Fortieth Street, 29 
by 116 by 24.1] by 109. The price is reported 
at about $300,000. Mr. Dazian, it is said, 
has no definite plans for the future of the 
property. The parcel is completely sur- 
rounded by the Empire Theatre. 

Albert Saxe has acquired the site for a 
hew apartment hotel at the southwest cor- 
ner of Broadway and Seventy-seventh 
Street, 105.5 by 146 by 102 by 119.10. Fran- 
cis M. Jencks conveyed the property to Mr. 
Saxe yesterday. 

Details of extensive purchases in the 
Longacre Square section by Shanley Broth- 
ers, as the site for a new hotel, will be 
found in another column. 

Yesterday was the day fixed for the pass- 
drig of title in several of the largest trans- 
actions of the last three or four months.

DEVERY MUST ANSWER 
CRIMINAL COMPLAINT 


‘He Is Charged with Oppression 
and Neglect of Duty. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY’S ACTION 


Many Witnesses Will Be Called Against 
Him — Charges Based Upon the 
Case of Policeman O'Neill. 


The preparation of the case of the People 
vs. William S. Devery, Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Police, was begun by the District 
Attorney yesterday, and last night a formal 
complaint was drawn up by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Gans, charging Mr. Devery 
with oppression and neglect of duty as de- 
fined under Sections 556, 117, and 154 of 
the Penal Code. 

These charges are based upon the con- 
duct of the Deputy Commissioner at the 
trial of Patrolman Edward O'Neill for in- 
subordination and conduct unbecoming an 
officer, for openly defying his Chief, and 
declaring that he would not be “ shaken 
down” for possible transfer after he had 
been fined thirty days’ pay. Mr. Gans will 
take his complaint to Justice Jerome this 
morning, when he will ask for a warrant 
for the arrest of the Deputy Commissioner. 
The penalty for the offenses charged is 
one year’s imprisonment, $1,000 fine, or 
both. - 

Ever since the day when Policeman 
O'Neill defied Mr. Devery the District At- 
torney’s office, the members of the Com- 
Mittee of Fifteen, and the Merchants’ As- 


sociation have been combining their efforts 
to secure testimony strong enough to sup- 
port a criminal charge against the Deputy 
Commissioner. There have been numerous 
conferences, but it was not until yesterday 
that a point was reached where it was 
oe aaa that immediate action could be 
taken 

Justice Jerome, Col. Robert Grier Mon- 
roe of the Committee of Fifteen, Henry De 
Forest Baldwin of the law firm of Lord, 
Day & Lord, who acted as counsel for 
Policeman O'Neill when he was tried for 
insubordination, and Assistant District At- 
torneys Garvan, Gans, and Sandford held 
a ‘long conference yesterday afternoon. Be- 
fore they finished they had mapped out a 
plan of action which ‘they declared would 
result.in the conviction of the Deputy Com- 
missioner. 

Assistant District Attorney Gans then laid 
the matter before Mr. Philbin and was in- 
structed to take immediate steps. 

When questioned, Mr. Gans said that the 
prosecution of the Deputy Commissioner 
was for the most part based on the O’Neiii 
case. He said that the District Attorney's 
office had long been waiting for an oppor- 
tunity to proceed criminally against Mr. 
Devery, but up to the time of the O'Nei!! 
case had not found evidence strong enough 
to give any assurance of conviction. 

Mr. Gans returned from his vacation 
when the O’ Neill case was first brought up, 
and followed it closely from beginning to 
end. While watching it he saw an oppor- 
tunity, he says, to secure evidence against 
the Deputy Commissioner, and went imme- 
diately to Mr. Baldwin, who, while acting 
as O’Neill’s counsel, had had taken a com- 
plete stenographic record of the trial. He 
told Mr. Baldwin that he thought there 
were substantial grounds for a criminal 
prosecution. Mr. Baldwin agreed with him, 

Mr. Gans then, for the first time, laid 
the matter before his chief, and was in- 
structed to work on the case until he could 
formulate a specific criminal complaint. 

Oppression and extortion are described 
as follows in the Penal Code: 

Oppression and extortion committed under 
color of official right. A public officer or a 
person pretending to be such, who unlawfully 
and maliciously, under pretense or color of offi- 
cial authority, (1) arrests another or detains him 
egainst his will; (2) seizes or levies upon an- 
other's property; or, (3) dispossesses another of 
any lands or tenem2nts: or (4) does any other 
act, Whereby another is injured in his person, 
property, right, commits oppression and is 
guilty of misdemeanor. 

The acts of oppression which will be em- 
braced under this section, according to a 
Statement made in the District Attorney's 
office yesterday, cansist in the failure of 
Deputy Commissioner Devery to give 
Policeman O'Neill a fair trial and fining 
him thirty days’ pay without allowing him 
to call any witnesses in his own behalf. 
The other charges of misdemeanor which 
will figure in the complaint specify crim- 
inal neglect of duty as defined in Sections 
117 and.154 of the Penal Code. Section 117, 
entitled ‘*‘General Provision as to Neglect 
of Duty,’ reads: 

A public officer or a person holding a public 
trust or employment upon whom any duty is en- 
Joined by law who wilfully neglects to perform 
that duty is guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Section 154, entitled ‘“‘ Omission of Duty 
by a Public Officer,’’ reads: 

Where any duty ts or shall be enjoined by law 
upon any public officer or upon any person hold- 
ing a public trust or employment, every willful 
ommission to perform such duty, where no spe- 
cial provisions shall have been made for the pun- 
ishment of such delinquency, is punishable as a 
misdemeanor. 

In what manner the specific charge of 
neglect of duty will be presented in the 
complaint Mr. Gans refused to make known 
on the ground that the prosecution could 
not afford to make public its plans. Mr. 
Gans, when asked what witnesses would 
be called to testify against Mr. Devery 
simply replied that there would be many, 
but that the time was not ripe yet to tell 
who they were. 

“Will Deputy Commissioner Devery be 
arrested on a warrant?’’ Mr. Gans was 
asked. 

“T havé@ no reason to doubt that a war- 
rant will issue in the case,'’ he replied. 

The question was raised at the confer- 
ence yesterday, it was stated, whether it 
would be better to arrest Deputy Commis- 
sioner Devery on a warrant or proceed with 
an examination before a Magistrate, before 
taking the case into the Court of Special 
Sessions, or, as may be. done, before the 
Grand Jury. The majofity favored pro- 
ceeding immediately before a Magistrate 
or a Justice of Special Sessions, and it 
was stated that that course would be 
adopted. 

It was announced in the District Attor- 
ney’s office also, that Assistant District At- 
torney Osborne would have charge of the 
prosecution of Deputy Commissioner Dev- 
ery when the case was brought into court 
for trial. 

MR. CROKER AT WORK. 

He Asks About the Methods of the Anti- 
Tammany Organizations—His 
Visitors. 

- Richard Croker's first full day of political 
work after an absence of ten months in 
Europe, began soon after 9 o’clock yester- 
day morning, and ended before midnight. 
Among the first callers at the Democratic 
Club was Isaac A. Hopper, leader of the 
Thirty-first Assembly District. The meet- 
ing between Mr. Croker and Mr. Hopper 
was cordial, although it is declared that 
the former is moving all the machiwvery in 
his power to defeat the latter. Mr. Hopper 
said that he only called to pay his respects 
to Mr. Croker. The next caller was Maurice 
F. Holahan, President of the Department 

of Public Improvements. 

Soon after 10 o'clock Mr. Croker with 
John F. Carroll took a carriage and drove 
to Tammany Hall. The former did not 
enter, but ordered the driver to go to his 
office on lower Broadway. When 
about the Mayoralty situation, Mr. Croker 
said: 

“JT don’t know who the Tammany candi- 
date will be. That is a matter the conven- 
tion will have to decide."’ 

Mr. Croker then asked several questions 
as to the methods which the anti-Tammany 
organizations were pursuing to decide on a 
candidate for Mayor. 

“Will Tammany win? ’’ was finally asked. 

“IT won't answer that question, because 
that would be talking politics. I won't talk 
politics." 

There was talk among the Tammany men 
about the failure of Police Commissioner 
Murphy and Deputy Commissioner Devery 
to call at the Democratic Club. When 
asked about police affairs Mr. Croker said: 

“T have not been back long enough to get 
a thorough understanding of the situation. 
s will look into it before doing anything 
else.”” 

* Will you say anything about the Tam- 
many factional fights?’’ was asked. 

‘Let them fight it out. That we have 
a’ways done. It is following the Demo- 
cratic principle of local home rule. The 
reason why I won't talk politics is be- 
» cause I feel so bad over the death of Presi- 
®dent McKinley

MR. CROKER HEARS A RUMOR. 


Chairman McMahon Tells the Leader a 
Warrant Is Out for Deputy Com- 
missioner Devery. 


There was plenty of excitement at the 
Democratic Club last evening when the 
rumor spread that a warrant had been is- 
sued for the arrest of Deputy Commissioner 
Devery by Justice Jerome on the charge of 
oppression. The club was crowded at the 
time. Richard Croker had just finished his 
dinner, and was séated in a comfortable 


chair enjoying a cigar. 
John T. Oakley, Vice Chairman of the 
Municipal Council, approached the Tam- 


many leader and began to talk about coun- 
ty candidates. But the sudden entrance of 
Daniel F, McMahon, Chairman of the Tam- 
many Executive Committee, stopped the 
conversation. 

“T want to see you_a minute,’ said 
Chairman McMahon to Mr. Croker; “it is 
important,” 

Mr. Croker walked nearly to the front en- 
trance of the club, and Chairman McMa- 
hon said: 

“There is a warrant out for Devery."’ 

“What's the matter? What is it all 
about?”’ asked Mr. Croker, and his face 
clouded and his lips closed tightly. 

Mr. McMahon spoke in a whisper for a 
few minutes. Then a cab was driven up to 
the club and ex-District Attorney Gardiner 
and Assistant District Attorney Osborne, 
who is at present attached to the District 
Attorney's office, hurried to the spot where 
Mr. Croker was standing. There was a con- 
ference which lasted fifteen minutes, dur- 
ing which Mr. Croker talked in low tones, 
but showed his excitement. Mr. Osborne 
did most of the talking, and it was sald 
afterward that he explained to the Tam- 
many leader all of the legal-points involved 
in the Devery case.

One of Broker’s Clients Who Lost Money 
Had Him Arrested—Judge Says No 
Crime Was Committed. 


J. Overton Paine, who on May 6 last had 
$167 of Morris A. Thorne’s money on mar- 
gin for stock transactions, notified the lat- 
ter that he had sold ten shares of Union 
Pacific, and twenty shares of Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit, to his (Mr. Thorne’s) ac- 
count, and that thus the margin was wiped 
out, 

Claiming that no such transaction hap- 
pened and that this was a scheme to de- 
fraud him, Thorne secured Mr. Paine to be 
held for the Grand Jury. Justice McAdam, 
in the Supreme Court, yesterday, on writ of 
habeas corpus, directed Mr. Paine’s im- 
mediate discharge. In his opinion Justice 
McAdam says: 

‘Clearly no crime is alleged. The de- 
fendant did not obtain possession of the 
complainant's money by any trick or de- 
vice or fraud or artifice, for it was volun- 
tarily parted with by the complainant of 
his own free will and accord. * * * In 
the present instance the $167 was placed in 
the hands of the defendant by the com- 
\lainant, which made him a debtor to the 
atter for the amount, and gave the depos- 
itor the right to reeover it by civil action. 
The fact that the defendant had the money 
in his possession, of made what he alleged 
was a purchase and sale, does not consti- 
tute a crime, for the compl zinant parted 
‘with nothing and did not alter his position 
in consequence. A breach of contract does 
not constitute a crime; and even a breach 
of contract is not set forth, but only a 
statement by defendant that he had spent 
money while the complainant says he did 
not spend it.’

Steerage Passengers Made Happy by 
Nathan Straus and A. J. Cammeyer. 


Among those who returned from Europe® 
the Red Star Line steamship Zeeland 
yesterday were Nathan Straus and A. J. 

It was sald that they won 
most af the pools on the days’ run made 
up during the voyage, and distributed their 
winnings to the women in the steerage 
who had children. This act of generosity 
caused pleasurable excitement among the 
steerage passengers, and was the chief sub- 
ject of conversation between decks during 
the last part of the trip.

LIVELY FIGHTS AT 
PRIMARY ELECTIONS 


To be Held Throughout the County 
To-day. 


Republican Factions at War in the 25th 
and 29th Districts—Tammany’s 
District Contests. 


Primary elections will be held throughout 
the county to-day, and in some of the As- 
sembly districts lively fights will occur. 

The polls will be open between the hours 
of 2 P. M. and 9 P. M. 

On the Republican side there were re- 
ports of stirring contests in several dis- 
tricts, but these have narrowed down to 
the battles in the Twenty-fifth and Twen- 
ty-ninth Districts, In each of these each 
faction is sanguine of success, and a heavy 
vote is expected. 

The discovery of enrollment frauds in the 
Seventh District, where ex-Alderman Hack- 
ett crossed swords with Franklin B. Miller, 
the present leader, practically decided the 
battle in favor of Mr. Miller. The courts 
ordered. stricken from the rolls more than 
G00 names, and the owners of these were 
all accounted the supporters of Mr. Hack- 
ett. 

Jacob Neustadt attempted to relieve John 
Stiebling of the leadership in the Twelfth 
District, but the opinion is that the con- 
test will not amount to much. 

An interesting fight is on in the Twenty- 
fitth, where the supremacy of McDougall 
Hawkes is threatened by Charles A. Hess, 
who preceded him, and who aided in bring- 
ing about the selection of Mr. Hawkes. 
Each faction has separate headquarters, 
and has sent out voluminous campaign lit- 
erature. The friends ef Mr, Hess assert 
that Mr. Hawkes insists that Assemblyman 
John A. Weekes, Jr., and Alderman Her- 
bert Parsons shall be renominated. There 
is really no opposition to Mr. Parsons, who 
is credited by all with having made an ex- 
cellent Alderman. But the opposition to 
Mr. Weekes is very bitter, and is based 
mainly on the fact that he is not a resi- 
dent of the district, but, nevertheless, has 
arbitrarily interfered, with the assent of 
Mr. Hawkes, in district affairs even to se- 
curing and demanding the removal of of- 
_ holders who did not acquiesce in his 
Views, 

The Hess people say there is plenty of 
material in the district from which to se- 
lect a Republican candidate for the Assem- 
bly, and they will not tolerate the selec- 
tion of Mr. Weekes, who lives in the Twen- 
ty-seventh District. It is a feature of the 
struggle in the district that many of the 
men who opposed Mr. Hess when he was a 
candidate against Capt. F. Norton God- 
dard for delegate to the National Conven- 
tion are now supporting him heartily. The 
feeling runs so high that the loss of a Re- 
publican Assemblyman and Alderman is 
possible in November, and the Hess people 
assert that one of Mr. Hawkes's chief lieu- 
tenants declared in a public meeting that in 
the event of the success of Mr. Hess the 
Hawkes faction would run a third district 
ticket on election day. 

The only other fight of any consequence 
{s in the Twenty-ninth District. This is the 
home of Robert C. Morris, President of the 
Republican County Committee. The con- 
test here, it is conceded, grew, in the main, 
out of the appointment of James Yereance 
as one of the Appraisers under the collat- 
eral inheritance tax law. His nominatien 
was demanded by Mr. Morris and support- 
ed by Alexander T. Mason, the present 
leader. It was made, and there were many 
resignations from the Plaza Club because 
of the feeling created. Messrs. Morris, Ma- 
son, and Yereance were among those who 
resigned. The opponents of Mr. Mason are 
supporting Frank H. Partridge, a retired 
merchant and a member of the Union 
League Club. He has made an active can- 
vass and expects to win. Who will be sup- 
ported by the Morris faction for leader in 
the event of success is not definitely known. 
Some say Mr. Mason will be selected again 
and others assert that the position will go 
to Simon Hess. 


SALE OF NEW YORK S$’ STOCK. 


Rhoades & Richmond’s Bid of 104.52 
for $500,000 the Highest—The Low- 
est Bid 103.155. 


Controller Coler opened bids yesterday 
for $3,000,000 314 per cent. corporate stock 
of the City of New York, the proceeds of 
which are to be used in the construction 
of the Rapid Transit Railway. There were 
eight bidders. The highest bid was that of 
Rhoades & Richmond, who bid 104.52 for 
$500,000 worth of the stock. The next high- 
est bidder was Joseph L. Buttenwieser, who 
bid 104.50 for $25,000. The Franklin Trust 
Company bid 108.574 fer $100,000. The re- 
mainder of the stock will be awarded to 
Farson, Leach & Co. and to Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co., who bid for the entire amount 
$3,004,650 and. accrued interest, which is 
equal to a bid .of 103.155. 

The prices received yesterday are several 
points lower than received on the last sale 
of bonds, Controller Coler said it was the 
condition of the market which made the 
prices so low. He said he did not attribute 
the lower price to the assassination of 
President McKinley.

JOHANN most’ S BOND REDUCED THE DIVVER-FO! FOLEY 


He Proved His Article Advocating Mur- 
der Was Published Before the 
President Was Shot. 


Anarchist, was examined 
yesterday in the Centre Street Police Court 
before Magistrate Olmsted, who held him 
in $500 bail for trial in General Sessions on 
the charge of having violated Section 675 
of the Penal Code in publishing in his news- 
paper called Freiheit, an article tending to 
disturb the public peace, 

Most was arrested last Thursday night, 
the technical charge made against him at 
that time being that he was a suspicious 
person. He was locked up, but was re- 
leased later on bail of $1,000. This bail was 


diminished yesterday by one-half, because 
the prosoner proved through an employe 
of the International News Company that 
the published article in question had been 
in an issue of Freiheit that was turned 
over to the company for mailin before 
President McKinley was shot fn Buffalo. 

Most acted as his own lawyer. Detective 
Sergeant Steinbruch and Detective Kraus 
of the Central Office appeared against him, 
Assistant District Attorney Herrman be- 
ing in charge of the prosecution. 

After Herr Most had proved that the 
article could not have been distributed be- 
fore the assassination, Mr. Herrman asked 
that the prisoner be held anyway, inas- 
much as the article, he said, would be ille- 
gal if printed at any time. Magistrate 
Olmsted, who read the translation of the 
article, held this view. He also upheld 
Mr. Herrman in the contention that the 
fact of the article having been previously 
printed had no bearing on_the case. 

Albino Albinger continued on the prison- 
er’s bond, which was reduced to $500. The 
case will come in General Sessions in about 
two weeks.

J. S. ROGERS’S RESIDENCE. 


New Jersey Court Asked During the 
Probating of His Will to Declare 
Him a Citizen of New York. 
TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 16.—Chancellor 
Magie, sitting as Ordinary of the Prerog- 
ative Court, to-day, heard testimony in the 
probating of the will of Jacob 8S. Rogers, 
the millionaire locomotive manufacturer, of 
Paterson. Chauncey G. Parker, represent- 
ing Ella A. Rogers and Edith Gollathy, 
asked that the case be postponed on the 


ground that the caveators had not had 
time to prepare Meir case, The application 
was denied. 

John Havron, George A. Hanna, Frank J. 
Shadler, and George Longbottom, who wit- 
nessed the will or its codicils, were called 
to prove the instrument. Each testified 
that Mr. Rogers appeared to be of sound 
mind when he signed the will. 

Ex-Attorney General Griggs appeared for 
the executors and examined the witnesses. 
Robert W. De Forest represented the Met- 
ropolitan Museum of Art, the principal 
residuary legatee under the will. When 
Griggs rested his case Mr. Parker 
raised the point that the court was with- 
out jurisdiction on the ground that Mr. 
Rogers was a resident and citizen of New 
York. He requested the Court to fix a day 
for hearing argument on this point. 

The Chancellor refused the motion, but 
when he found that counsel for the caveat- 
ors were unprepared to continue the case, 
adjourned it until next Monday. The sub- 
sequent hearings will be at Jersey City or 
Newark. 


DRESSMAKER’S TRUNKS UNKS SEIZED 


Customs Officials Say that $6,000 Worth 
of Laces Were Found in Them 
Concealed in Pillows. 

Mr. and Mrs. M. J. Mulhall were pas- 
sengers on the French liner La Bretagne, 
which arrived from Havre Sunday. They 
were down on the passenger list as Mr. 
and’ Mrs. Fairfield. Mrs. Mulhall is a 

fashionable dressmaker. 

Something in the manner of the couple 
excited the suspicions of the customs of- 
ficers at the pier, and their baggage—two 
trunks—were sent to the Public Stores. 
Yesterday, in the presence of Deputy Col- 
lector Phelps, Deputy Surveyor Story and 
Customs Inspector Coffey, the trunks were 
examined thoroughly According to state- 
ments made at the Custom House later, a 
large sofa pillow was found packed tightly 
with costly lace, and a large pillow, made 
in four parts, 
cushion, also contained a large quantity of 
laces and embroideries. 

The inner lining of Mr. Mulhall’s over- 
coat was hung with aoe of Persian 
lamb’s wool, and Mrs. Mulhall’s wrap was 
found to contain some of this material in- 
side the lining. In addition, more laces 
and embroidery were found in the trunks. 
The value of these articles, exclusive of 
duty, Is about $6,000. The trunks and their 
contents were seized and the case is now 
in the hands of Collector Bidwell. 


CRUISER RETVIZAN A SUCCESS. 


Trial of American-Built Russian Vessel 
Highly Satisfactory. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 16.—After a most 
satisfactory builders’ trial trip off the Del- 
aware Capes the Russian battleship Ret- 
vizan returned to Cramps’ shipyard this 
afternoon. On the arrival of the Retvizan 
at the shipyard Edwin 8. Cramp said: 

“The trial of the Retvizan has been the 
most successful ever made by the company. 
She developed wonderful speed, sometimes 
reaching seventeen knots. All of her guns 
were given a. fair test, to the entire satis- 
taction of the Russian officers aboard. The 
batteries were repeatedly fired and the 
twelve-inch guns were particularly satis- 
factory. The vessel was not affected by the 
firing.”’ 

A force of mill men is: now at work on the 
Retvizan preparing her for the Government 
test on Oct. 15. 


SHOT IN HIS DOORWAY. 


LITTLE VALLEY, N. Y., Sept. 16.—A 
mysterious shooting affair occurred at San- 
dusky, Cattaraugus County, Saturday even- 
ing, when a man named William Mills was 


shot twice with a shotgun loaded with 
birdshot. A boy named Cleveluce was re- 
turning from hunting when he met two 
strangers. They secured his gun under pre- 
tense of going coon hunting. 

They then went to the home of Mills and 
from ambush shot him twice, once in the 
face and once in the shoulder, as he was 
sitting in his doorway. The Sheriff and 
deputies are investigating the strange af- 
fair. The boy Cleveluce has been appre- 
hended. 


S. Levenson’s Creditors Disagree. 

The creditors of Samuel Levenson, whose 
underwear manufacturing establishment, at 
104 Allen Street, was cleaned out by burg- 
lars about a month ago, and who failed in 
consequence, held a meeting In the law of- 
fice of Cohen Brothers, 146 Broadway, yes- 
terday. Levenson's liabilities are said, by 
his counsel, to be $8,000.

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FACTIONS IN COURT 


Tactics Which Lead to Applica- 
tions for Warrants Adopted. 


Divverites Apply to Supt. McCullagh, 
While the Foleyites Appeal Directly 
to Magistrate Olmsted. 


With the primaries only a few hours away 
the desperate struggle for supremacy in the 
Second Assembly District, under the leader- 
ship of ex-Judge Patrick Divver and Coun- 
cilman Thomas F. Foley was carried into 
the police court yesterday. Members of the 
two warring factions gathered in the Cen- 
tre Street courtroom and with their legal 
representatives invoked the law to deprive 
numbers of their opponents of the right to 
take a hand in the final struggle to-day. 

The battle revolved around State Superin- 
tendent of Elections John McCullagh, who 
applied to Magistrate Olmsted for about 200 
warrants for men charged with false regis- 
tration in the district. The warrantS were 
equally divided among Diyverites and Fo- 
leyites. In support of his application the 
Superintendent handed the Magistrate a 
large bundle of papers, which the latter 
took and said he would examine. 

The Divverites had gone with their evi- 
dence to the Superintendent of Elections 
and asked for the arrest of about 100 men, 
who, it was alleged, were illegally regis- 
tered. The Foleyites, not knowing of this, 
but contemplating an assault upon the cor- 
rupt voters of the other side, went to Mag- 
istrate Olmsted and handed him a list of 
about 100 names of persons who, it was 
claimed, were unlawfully on the lists. They 
asked that these alleged lawbreakers be ar- 
rested and brought to justice, 

Superintendent McCullagh, accompanied 
by Deputy Attorney General Hedges, ap- 
peared before the Magistrate at 2 o'clock 
with the papers in the case of the Divver- 
ites against the Foley wn ects. Mr. Foley 
himself was present. fhen Magistrate 
Olmsted heard Gtrcintendont McCullagh’s 
application he promptly turned over to him 
the pepers bearing the Foley accusations. 
Mr. Foley expressed himself to the report- 
ers present as being absolutely sure of vic- 
tory to-day. 

‘““Why, when I was up stairs at the Dem- 
ocratic Club talking to Croker about it,’ 
said Mr. Foley, ‘ Divver was down stairs 
‘kicking’ to Larry Delmour and complain- 
ing that Tammany Hall wasn't standing by 
him. Then some of the members of the 
Democratic Club advised Divver to spend no 
more money on his campaign, as I had al- 
ready won the fight. And that’s the truth, 
too.” 

It was said in court that the Foley appli- 
cations for warrants included twenty for 

the house at 17 Oliver Street, five for the 
James Street, and twenty- -five 
for the house at 223 Park Row It is 
claimed that the twenty-five men in the 
last-named place were recently transferred 
there from Randall's Island. 

Among the Divver accusations is one call- 
ing for warrants for thirty-seven men at 
80 Park Row. This place was until very re- 
eently occupied as a poolroom, and it is 
claimed that the Foley leaders rented it and 
put up thirty-seven cots, for which occu- 
pants were soon found. 

Superintendent McCullagh said after the 
Magistrate had adjourned the matter over 
until this morning that he would treat the 
factions impartially and make an attempt 
to arrest every man for whom a warrant 
was issued. 

The Superintendent last night sent letters 
to Mayor Van Wyck and Police Commis- 
sioner Murphy, demanding their aid in en- 
forcing the provisions of the Penal Code re- 
lating to crimes against the elective fran- 
chise, 

Justice Truax yesterday in the Supreme 
Court handed down a decision with refer- 
ence to about 825 applications made by 
Councilman Foley, in which he strikes out a 
number of names of those who have been 
registered. 

The application included four classes of 
persons who, it was alleged, had no right to 
vote, and should, there fore, be _ stricken 
from the rolls by the Board of Elections. 
In many cases it was claimed that the 
would-be voters were non-residents of the 
Second Assembly District; {n others that 
the names certified to the Board of Elec- 
tions were forgeries; in others that the per- 
sons who were entitled to vote were dead; 
and in the rest that the persons whose 
names were placed on the rolls had not 
made the necessary acknowledgment before 
a notary, : 

Lawyer James W. Ridgway, counsel for 
ex-Judge Divver, said the decision was a 
victory for Judge Divver, as the number of 
veters who would be stricken from the rolls 
on investigation would be very few. 

Ex-Judge Curtis, special counsel for Mr. 
Foley, said the decision would mean the 
loss of 400 votes to Divver on a division. 


BITTER TAMMANY CONTESTS. 


The Troubles in the “31st and 32d As- 
sembly Districts—Mr. Holahan’s 
Leadership Attacked. 


Some of the bitterest factional fights ever 

waged in Tammany Hall will be decided at 
the primaries to-day. Richard Croker, since 

his return, has stated publicly that he will 
take no hand in district contests. 

In the Second Assembly District there is 
the contest between the followers of Pat- 
rick Diyver and Councilman Thomas Foley, 
and there is a bitter contest in the Thirty- 
first Assembly District, of which Isaae A. 
Hopper is the present leader. Peter F. 
Meyer, Richard Croker’s partner, and a 
number of others are carrying on the con- 
test to oust Mr. Hopper. 

On the primary ticket in opposition to 
Mr. Hopper are Vernon M. Davis, John E. 
Brodsky, Charles Welde, Patrick A, Gil- 
roy, William HH. Burke, and Samuel 
Josephs.
